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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

TI1R WALNUT 9TIIKKT KAILWAY AGAIN 
COME9 ttP. 

The hoard of aldermen met Monday 
evening, all the members being present 
and Mayor Hibbard presided. The min- 
utes of tho last meeting were read and 
approved. 

Mayor Hibbard appointed Martin J. 
Nagle ns police officer, he having served 
the probationery term ; Jeremiah H. 
Downey was appointed special policeman 
to servo without pay. 

It All. ROAD ON WALNUT STREET. 

Alderman Fonno asked that President 
Morse of tho Newton Central Street Kail- 
way bo allowed to address the board, in 
rogard to having a date set for a hearing 
on their petition for a location on Wal- 
nut street, and the request was granted. 

President Morse said that last year 
there woro two petitions, for a location 
for a streot railway from Ncwtonville to 
Newton Contre, ouo from tho company 
which ho represented, for the trolley 
system, and nnotlier from a company 
represented by Mr. Mitcholl, for the stor- 
age battery system. Ho had notified Mr. 
Mitcholl of his intention to ask for a 
hearing. If tho board wanted to pass on 
it without a hearing he should not ob- 
ject, as it had been very fully discussed 
last year. If the Garden City company 
wore willing to accept of tho same con- 
ditions as his company hoj should not 
object to their being favored, but ho 
thought tho condition should bo made 
that tho work of construction should be- 
£in at once, and the cars bo running this 
fall. The people generally are very anx- 
ious for tho road and he received an av- 
erage of ten petitions a day for him to 
start such a road at once. 

Aldorman Fenuo said that the mem- 
bers of last year’s board were familiar 
with tho subject, but the now members 
might want to hear about it, and he 
moved that Monday evening, June 15th, 
be set for a hearing, and that the city 
clerk notify both companies, and pub- 
lish notices of the hearing in the Newton 
{papers. The motion was passed. 

Husiuess from the Common Council 
was disposed of in concurrence, includ- 
ing the order referring the question of 

J iermits for temporary buildings on city 
and, to tho city solicitor. 

TUE SEWERAGE ORDINANCE. 

City Solicitor Slocum gave his opinion 
on points raised at the sewerage hearing 
by Moorfield Storey, as follows : 

First, that the exemptions named in 
Section 5 of the ordinance relating to 
corner lots are not lawful : second, the 
ordinance recites that the whole average 
cost of the system of sewers is already 
determined and found to be $2.50 per 
running foot. The assessment prescribed 
by tbo ordinance will yield $0.30 per ruu- 
ning foot. Mr. Story is of the opinion 
that it is illegal to tax upon abuttors a 
sum in excess of the declared cost ; third, 
Mr. Storv lias grave doubts as to tlie con- 
stitutionality of the act. 

Upon the first of these questions, while 
it would seem to be equitable to make 
the exemptions made in the ordinance, 
there is so much doubt as to their valid- 
ity, that in my opinion it would not be 
safe to do so, and I should recommend 
that the ordinance k be amended to con- 
form to this opinion. 

Upon the second of these questions, I 
should certainly agree with Mr. Story 
that the city eanuot make a profit by 
these assessments, and cannot tax upon 
abuttors a sum iik excess of the cost. If 
such is the case, it would in this respect 
also be illegal. I am iuforined, however, 
that no such profit is made aud that the 
opiniou of Mr. Story iu this particular is 
based upon a misapprehension of the 
facts. 

Upon the third question, I am of the 
opinion that section 7 of chapter 50, of 
the Public Statutes is constitutional. 1 
am aware that in other states somewhat 
similar statutes have been declared un- 
constitutional, but those statutes have 
defects which are not contained iu sec- 
tion 7 above referred to, and the weight 
of authority seems to lrie to be in favor 
of the constitutionality of such a method 
of assessment. 

A communication from the school 
board was received asking that the va- 
caut room in the Thompsonville school- 
house be finished. 

On recommendation of the city mar- 
shal, the junk license of Louis Kinstein, 
convicted of larceny, was revoked. 

The jury list of ’91 and ’92 was pre- 
sented, also those exempt from militia 
duty. 

Alderman Luke presented the petition 
of L. G. Pratt, for the acceptance of Syl- 
vau avenue, a new street 070 feet in 
length. Also from L. G. Pratt and others, 
for the acceptance of Highland street 
from Lenox to Forest street. 

Notice of intention to build house on 
Fraukliu street, 32 by 52, was received 
from U. M. ileal; also from Dr. Utley, 
house 40 by 40 on Centre street; Rev. 
G. E. Merrill, house 3(3.0 by 50.0 on Cen- 
tre street. 

On motion of Alderman Coffiu license 
was granted to Dr. Utley to build stablo 
50 by 38, for four horses, on Centre street, 
and to J. E. Lawrence, to build stable 
for one horse, 22 by 28, ou Maple avenue. 

L. II. Gay and others asked for con- 
crete sidewalk on the south side of 
Church street, from Kourick park to 
Eldrodge street. 

K. C. Dudley called attention to the 
culvert at Grant avenue and Heacon 
street and asked that the grade of tue 
brook be established. 

L. Lorlng brooks, for the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association, was 
granted license fur the discharge of fire- 
works fiom raft on Crystal Like, the 
evening of the Fourth. 

THE NEW ALMSHOUSE. 

Alderman Luke reported from the fi- 
nance committee, recommending that 
$23,000 be appropriated for the building 
of un almshouse on Winchester street. 

Alderman illydu said the almshouse 
could not be built for $23,000. Ho intended 
to present an order later for the appro- 
priation of $27,500. and was satisfied that 
it could not be built for less. The pub- 
lic property committee had voted to re- 
al vertisu for bids. lie did not know 
what tbo finance committee had to do 
with buildings, the order had been re- 
ferred to them merely to have them 
make a recommendation about notes to 
pay for the building. 

Alderman Luke said the whole order 
had been referred to bis committee, and 
thev had visited architects, aud also vis- 
ited other almshouses, that hail been 
built for $23,000. 

Alderman Ilvdu said perhaps it would 
be better to let the public property com- 
mittee resign and have the finance com- 
mittee do the building. 

Alderman Luke said the finance com- 
mittee had simply takeu action on the 
order referred to them, aud they believed 


'the publio property oo 8 mittoefworo able 
to attend to their own business. 


Alderman Hyde said his memory was 
fairly good, and the matter of the notes 
only bad been referred to them. 

Alderman Fenno said the finance com- 
mittee had taken tbo trouble to go and 
visit almshouses that had been built for 
$23,090. Tbo one In Waltham cost that 
amount, and is a handsome building. It 
was designed by Hartwell A Richardson, 
and accommodated 00 patients. The 
sum included cellar, piping and heating 
apparatus. 

Alderman Hyde* said perhaps tho 
finance committee could learn in two 
weeks as much as the public property 
commit too in six months. There were 
strong objections to the Waltham Alms- 
house, and the City Almoner, who knew 
something about the matter said it 
would not answer for Newton. Kendall 
A Stevens were quite as capable archi- 
tects as any that could be named, and 
they had studied the soil, the lay of the 
land, and knew what was required. 

Alderman Luke said that Hartwell A 
Richardson had built a building, ami 
built it for much less money thau the 
other firm said it could be built for. He 
was not willing to vote $33,000 or even 
$27,000, when a building could bo built 
for less. The City Almoner’s objection 
was that the diuiug room was iu the 
basement, and some of the inmates could 
not go down so many flights, but those 
could be placed on the first floor so they 
would only have one flight to go down. 
It was no trouble to find architects to 
build an almshouse for $23,000. 

Alderman Hyde moved that the re- 
port be laid on the table. The motion 
failed and the repot t was accepted. 

Aldorman Luke presented an order ap- 
propriating $23,000 for au almshouse, the 
sum to be expended by the public pro- 
perty committee, and to bo raised by two 
notes, one for $13, (XX) and one for $10.- 
000, payable Oct. 1, 189S, with interest at 
4 per cent, per annum. 

Alderman Hyde said the amount was 
not sufficient, aud he did not think it 
was the custom of the finance committee 
to introduce orders for the public pro- 
perty committee. 

Alderman Luke said the City Almoner 
had a plan but that would cost $25,000. 

Alderman Hyde asked how many hours 
the fiuance committee had speut in look- 
ing up this matter. 

Aldorman Luke— All the time that was 
necessary. 

Alderman Sheppard— It seems to mo 
unwise to pass the order without any 
reference to the public property commit- 
tee. I move to lay it on the table, until 
tho public property committee have 
come to some definite understanding. 
They will look into the matter and they 
should be given time to do it. The 
order was then laid on the table. 

Alderman Hyde said the public pro- 
perty committee had voted to readver- 
tise for bids, and if the finance commit- 
tee were willing they would like to do 
so. An order to that effect was then 
passed. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Alderman Crehore reported that it was 
inexpedient to locate the chemical or 
steamer 2 at Nonantum. 

Au order was then passed that steamer 
2 be put in commission, according to the 
petitions of West Newton residents. 

Alderman Crehore presented an order 
authorizing the public property commit- 
tee to advertise for proposals for tbo 
enlargement of steamer house No. 2. 

Alderman Harbacli said he hoped tho 
order would not be adopted. The house 
was large enough as it was. 

Alderman Hyde said the proper thing 
would be to refer the matter to the fin- 
ance committee. 

Alderman Crehore said it was the most 
convenient point to have two pieces of 
fire apparatus, a sort of half way house 
for the north side of the city. The com- 
mittee did not wish to dictate, but they 
wished to establish the headquarters of 
the City Marshal iu the house. 

The order was then passed 4 to 3. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

Alderman Fenno reported in favor of 
granting petitions for street lights as 
follows: Two ou Auburn street, two on 
Charles street, two on Kempton place, 
one each on Davis avenue, Clinton place, 
Harrison, Hillside, Lincoln, Keurick and 
Peabody streets, and Lincoln court, and 
four on Iluunewell avenue and llunuo- 
well teriace. 

An order was passed for the aforesaid 
lights. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach, 4 
inch water mains wero ordered, 150 feet 
on Greenwood avenue, $127; and 320 feet 
ou Centre street, $324; total $451. 

Au order was passed granting leave to 
citizens to set off fireworks ou their own 
premises, on the day and evening of the 
Fourth, and also authorizing the grant- 
ing of licenses for the sale of fireworks. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin au order 
was passed for a select committee on 
bath houses, composed of two aldermen 
and members of the common council. 

Alderman Sheppard said he had several 
amendments to the sewer ordinance, aud 
ou motiou of Alderman Harbacli they 
were referred to the ordinance commit- 
tee. , 

On motion of Alderman Fenno, the 
committee on fuel aud street lights were 
authorized to advertise for proposals to 
supply tho city with 2,000 tons of coal, 
and to contract for the same. 

Ou motion of Alderman Luke, $3 10.53, 
was transferred from the sewerage con- 
struction account to the miscellaneous, 
to meet the expeuses of advertising for 
bids. 

The petition of Susan U. Pago and 
others for street lamp on South street 
was referred to street light committee. 

The Hags were ordered displayed ou 
June 17th aud the City Hall closed. 

SCHOOL APPROPRIATION. 

Alderman Luke reported iu favor of 
grauting the Bchool board’s request for 
$2100 additional appropriation, aud au 
order was passed to that effect. 

Alderman Luke said the amount was 
needed to run the schools the balance of 
the year, iucludiug coal tor the coming 
year. 

Alderman Hyde said lie was happy to 
say *•] told you so,” as he had said when 
the appropriations were made up, that 
the school appropriation would come 
short, and lie was glad it had. The 
order passed, (3 to 1. 

The board then adjourned. 

The keeper of Rear Island Light

Mr. Carlisle says of the purposes and 
work of the club: “It has been demon- 
strated that twelve millions of voters 
cannot bo educated upon the tariff ques- 
tion in thirty days. Thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars are wasted within a 
month of elections iu sending out tracts 
and documents that arc either never read 
or not believed.

dred other industries or individual estab- 
lishments. 

Among its other effects has been the 
announcement that the American Screw 
Company would remove a considerable

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TIIE NEW ALMSHOUSE. 


There was quite a discussion over the 
new almshouse appropriation Monday 
night, especially as the nuance committee 
Appeared to have taken the matter out 
of the hands of the public property com- 
mittee, where it properly belonged. 
But the whole order was referred to 
them, which should not have been done, 
ns the finance committee has properly 
only to do with the way of raising the 
money. The former committee has 
spent months in consideration of the 
subject, and naturally did not relish 
having all their labors thrown aside. 

If the public property committee had 
understood that a cheap building was 
desired, they could have had plaus made 
accordingly, but no one ‘has heretofore 
suggested such a thing. Newton could 
without doubt build as cheap nu alms- 
house as Waltham has built, if such a 
building was desired. But the Waltham 
building has what are regarded as 
serious defects by our city almoner, 
the overseers of the poor, and other 
citizens who have inspected it, and it 
has one thing that would seem foolish iu 
the locality of Winchester- street, and 
that is a dining room in the basement. 
Such a feature might pass in a thickly 
settled community, but where land is 
cheap, moro regard should be paid to 
the comfort of the inmates than to com- 
pel them to take their meals in a base- 
ment, which could not fail to be gloomy 
aud unfavorable to health. 

What is wanted is a plain, substantial 
building, that will answer all require- 
ments for the next half century at least. 
As the city will make a profit auyway, 
by the sale of the present almshouse 
farm, there is no need of looking too 
closely to the cost, and if the plau pro- 
posed by the public property committee 
is the most suitable one, and better 
adapted for the purpose, then the city 
would not grudge the three or four 
thousand extra cost. An unsuitable 
buildiug would be dear at any price, and 
as the majority of the inmates will be 
old and feeble, many of them confined 
to their rooms, there is tbe greater 
necessity of having a building that is 
carefully constructed, so that it can be 
properly heated, and arranged with a 
view to the greatest comfort of the in- 
mates. Nevertheless there is no need of 
a Hotel Brunswick in which to lodge 
the paupers, or of providing them with 
fresh cucumbers and other costly 
luxuries every mouth iu the year, but 
there is a judicious medium betweeu 
useless extravagance and grudging parsi- 
mony, and the committee in charge is 
abundantly qualified to choose that 
happy medium. 


TIRE DEPARTMENT EXPENSES. 


Now that the aerial ladder truck has 
been purchased it would seem to be a 
good time to halt on any further en- 
largement of the fire department. A 
new truck had to be bought, and it was 
perhaps as well to get the latest pattern, 
as it will last for a good many years. A 
new engine house has been built and 
equipped at Newton Highlands, and a 
new hose house talked abo at for Nonan- 
tura. The expense of maintaining the 
fire department has been very largely in- 
creased by these additions, and quite as 
much added to the tax list as is wise. 
Wo can not have any very extensive fires 
iu Newton, with our detached buildings, 
aud none of any importance have oc- 
curred in recent years. It is well to 
have protection against fire, but in mod- 
eration. It is not wise to have a fire de- 
partment that costs more than the pro- 
perty it is designed to protect. 

The insurance companies expect to 
have some losses, and if our protection 
is too perfect, not ODly will the com- 
panies ho disappointed, but people will 
feel so secure that they will neglect to 
insure their buildings and property, and 
the insurance companies would he 
mined. The city council should begin 
to let their moderation he known to the 
citizens, especially in regard to fire de- 
partment expenses. 

Alderman Hurbach's remonstrance 
against further increase of expenditures 
was timely, and his position is supported 
by public sentiment. The city council 
has so far this year been extremely 
liberal in regard to the fire department, 
and auy further increase of expenditures 
could wisely be postponed to another 
year. 


THE WALNUT STREET RAILWAY. 


Tbe great majority of the citizens will 
he glad to hear that the pioject of a 
street railway on Walnut street, from 
New tonville to New ton Centre, lias been 
revived and that a hearing is to bo given 
on Monday evening, June 15th. The 
need of such a means of conveyance be- 
tween the two sides of the city has long 
been apparent, and the great convenience 
of the electric cars on Washington st eet 
lias created a popular demand for a line 
connecting the two sides of the city. 

The circuit railroad exists of course, 
hut its fares are so high as to be almost 
prohibitory to the great majority, and 
Iittice a cheaper mode of conveyance is 
demanded. President Morse, represent- 
ing the trolley system company, appears 
to talk business, aud says he is willing 
to accept a location on the condition 
that the road shall be in operation this 
fall. What the other company will do 
lias not been stated, but it may be as- 
sumed with safety that the public do not 
care what system of propelliug the cars 
is used, so long as curs are mu. 'I he 
Newton hliuot Railway is giving very 
satisfactory service, aud possibly having 


both linos under suLstant tally one com- 
pany would be a dtaiinot advantage in 
tho matter of transfers and fares. 

At the coming hearing the people who 
have been bewailing tne lack of com- 
munication with the south sido of the 
city should make it a point to be present, 
and convince the hoard of aldermen that 
the road is a necessity , and this we do 
| not think will he A difficult task this 
year. The road would cortainlv ho a 
great thing for Newton, in the opening 
up of hitherto inaccessible land, so that 
it could he built upon by porsons of 
moderate means. 


AN EXCELLENT SHOWING. 


The Highway department has finished 
the reconstruction of Woodland avenue, 
for which $-1,900 was appropriated, and 
so well has the work been managed by 
tho Highway committee and the efficient 
superintendent of streets, Mr. Ross, that 
the work has cost only $2,53-2, a saving 
of 41 per cent. The items on which 
savings were made were $500 on crushed 
stone, and $1208 on laboi and teams. 
Superintendent Ross is getting a good 
reputation as a hustler, iu the highway 
department, and part of tho saving was 
due to tho use of city teams and carts ou 
the work. 

The Highway committee have an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for widening and 
reconstruction of streets, and they hope 
to make'thc satno saving on the other 
streets on which work was planned 
under this appropriation, which will save 
tho city about $10,000, if they aro suc- 
cessful, as they probably will be. The 
committee is a thorough business body, 
and is doing excellent work under Chair- 
man Fenno. The work is phslied for- 
ward, instead of being allowed to drag, 
and those who drive over tho streets of 
the city are moro than pleased at the im- 
provements. 

When Mr. Ross was elected superin- 
tendent much was expected of him, 
from the excellent record he had made 
at the Newton cemetery, and the antici- 
pations aro being realized in a very satis- 
factory manner. His team is becoming 
well known from its daily appearance all 
over the city, and the good effects of his 
constant oversight are evident. Liko all 
able managers he is popular with his 
mou, and it looks as though the difficult 
problem of caring for the streets was in 
a fair way of being solved under his 
management. With our many miles of 
streets, many of which are subjected to 
heavy travel, the street department is 
almost as expensive as the city schools, 
and it calls for the wisest and most 
economical management to keep tho 
streets iu fair condition, and the depart- 
ments seems to be iu very capable hands. 


THE HOSPITAL NEEDS MONEY. 


The Newton Hospital needs help now 
to meet its debts. A largo number of 
bills are unpaid. Tlie controversy over 
the management has had a bad effect 
upon the finauces of the hospital, but 
now that both sides have accepted a 
compromise the time has come to square 
off the indebtedness. 

It has been suggested that a special 
relief fund be started at once. Chocks 
from $5 to $100 and over can he sent to 
the treasurer, Mr. G. S. Bullens, Waver- 
ley avenue, Newton; mark "Special Re- 
lief”, and make payable to "George S. 
BulUbis, tieasurer.” 

Now that this hospital has become so 
well known all over the country for i f ^ 
excellence, and now that it enters upon 
a new era of success— it will not do to 
let it be crippled for the few thousands 
which can he contributed so easily by 
Newton people. 


Tiik committee’s plan for redistricting 
tho state passed the house, yesterday 1 y 
a vote of 130 to 84. after one of the Hot- 
test political contests ever fought in tho 
legislature. This :s a great victory for 
honest politics, and shows that Massa- 
chusetts has not lost her ancient charac- 
teristics. There were enough Republi- 
cansof too much independ. nee and self- 
respect to wear the Lodge collar, among 
whom were Messrs Chester and Howard 
of Newton, who deserve well of the r 
continuous- They will have the approv- 
al of the people. who do not believe in 
petty politics or "peanut” politicians. 
The men who have served as Mr. 
Lodge’s subservint lieutenants have not 
benefitted themselves, and have gone 
down into the depths for nothing. In 
the long run it pays in politics to be fair 
and honorable, as in anything else, and 
in the matter of redistricting Massachu- 
setts has set a worthy example to tho 
other states. 


Tiik trim appearance of the Newton 
streets is in part due to the care of the 
abuttors in keeping the strip of grass 
between tho sidewalk and the road 
closely cut, as well as tho lawns. If 
neglected, this strip gives a very un- 
kempt aopearance to the streets, and 
spoils tho effect of the handsomest 
lawn. By frequent cutting the grass is 
also kept in much better condition. 

Tiik Milfoiid Journal trots out John 
I). Long as its candidate for governor, 
and thinks he would sweep the state so 
thoroughly as to have a magic effect on 
the presidential election in 1802. The 
Journal does not dissemble its lack of 
any love for Speaker Barrett, who, it 
claims, is hustling for the nomination. 

Rkfoiim does not seom to bo popular 
in the Senate, as it defeated tho bill to 
compel the publication of campaign ex- 
penses. Senator Gilman favored the bill 
and it was a step iu the right direction. 
Honest politics would have been pro- 
moted by the measure. 


The Newton Pomrov Home. 

After nine years of faithful and efficient 
service Miss Anna L. Hoyden lias resigned 
her position as superintendent of the 
Home. The condition of her health called 
for this resignation. The warm regards 
and best wishes of the hoard of directors 
accompany Miss Hoyden. Those friends 
who have known the Home and its In- 
mates, since Its foundation iu 1 872, by the 
late noble Mrs. Rebecca Pomroy, Miss 
Mnrv C. Shannon and Mrs. Daniel L. 
Furber will rejoice to learn that hv the 
unanimous vote of the directors. Miss 
Elizabeth .1. Robbins has been appointed 
superintendent. Miss Robbins was an in- 
mate of the Home under Auntie Pomroy, 
whose sweet spirit she largely inherits. 
She has tilled the office and discharged the 
duties of assistant superintendent tne past 
six years, most devotedly on her part and 
satisfactorily to the directors. As assistant 
superintendent the directors have been 
fortunate in securing the service of Miss E. 
Oroutt. Into of the Boston Female Asylum. 
The Home with its eighteen inmates is 
thus continued under most favorable 
auspices.

F. Hayward A Co., 
of New York City. 

A formal test of the ap- 
paratus w a s m a d e Tuesday. 
The aerial ladder truck was 
tried first in Newtonville square. 
The main ladder was extended 
35 feet, and 10 hosemcn ascended 
it while in vertical position, the 
T great weight being put upon the 
I upper section in order to detor- 
I mine its strength. Subsequently 
s the ladder was run up vertically 
jin the rear of Claflin's block, 
j Newtonville: live men soon 
I alter mounted to the top with 
■ two hose lines, from which 
I two streams of watei were 
f played by hydrant pressure 


If The main ladder and t Ire splice 
1 F was also run to the roof of 
k Claflin’s block, to which point 
* several firemen ascended. The 
chemical engine was then 
thoroughly tried, and the test 
of both pieces of apparatus 
proved satisfactory to the lire 
committee and other members 
of the city government present, 
including Mayor Hibbard, Alder- 
men Luke, Crehore, Ilyde and 
Fcnno, Councilmen Churchill, 
Fork nail, Grace, Moulton, Dutch, 
Merchant and Richardson.

The aerial ladder truck cost £3200, and 
the chemical engine $2000. The main 
adder of the aerial truck is 07 feet in 
ength. Beside the aerial ladder, the 
truck is supplied with a 50-foot Bangor 
ladder and six other ladders, ranging 
from a 30-foot to a 14-foot ladder. It is 
supplied with the usual complement of 
hooks, axes, crow-bars, Babcock extin- 
guishers, Detroit door opeuers, lanterns 
and other necessary fixtures. The main 
aerial ladder is trussed both ways and is 
raised by two vertical screws, operated 
by lever cranks. It works on a turntable 
and can be put up iu any desired position 
or direction. The turntable is made of 
solid steel and the frame of channel steel, 


MEMORIAL DAY OBSERVANCES. 


FLOWERS STREWN UPON THE GRAVES OF 
DECEASED SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


Memorial Day was observed with in- 
teresting exercises in this city. 

In the morning details of Charles 
Ward post 02, G. A. R., decorated graves 
iu the cemeteries at Newton Centre, West 
Newton and Newton Highlands.

It was after the organization of tho

headquarters was issued by Gen. Logan, 
for the observance of Memorial Day and 
its observance has been kept up evory 
year since. The man who signed that 
original order has parsed away and lov- 
ing comrades will decorate his grave, 
lie was one of the most gallant nnd loyal 
generals of the Union Army. | Applause.] 
We hear nn occasional sputtering and 
muttering that there is too much of gusli 
and sentiment in the Memorial Day ob- 
servances, but I believe that the citizens 
of our country should bo reminded, nt 
least once a year, of the awful price paid 
for the civil piivileges that we now en- 
joy. Is it not worth while, nlso, to re- 
peat to the living soldiers the story of 
their deeds and sacrilices, and to recall- 
the sympathy and consecrated devotion 
of the women during the war of the re- 
bellion. Is it not well to picture to the 
people the sufferings of the loyal armies 
in their efforts to save the country from 
destruction? Let us remember then the 
fearful experiences in the prison pens, 
the sad scenes in the hospitals, the 
maimed and battle-scarred veterans, the 
-- ----- . victims of disease and starvation, the uu- 

J"S r( of a "V x ;S hief l known dead and the desolated homes. 

G. F. Fa ver weather of Westboro. why did the nation pile up this colossal 
debt and terrible suffering? The ques- 
tion was fully answered iu the words of 
the lamented Lincoln — “That a govern- 
ment of tho people, by the people and 
for the people might not perish from off 
the earth.” Ihrough the bloody war of 
the rebellion, the principles of freedom 
and equality were sustained and the 
American Hag and the American nation 
established forever and forever. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Memorial Day, then should be devoted 
to the soldier and the war tbit he 
fought. Gush and sentiment some say, 
but ihe American has the right to gusli, 
for the American soldier did something 
worth talking about. Most loyal Ameri- 
cans arc inclined to stand before tbe 
dear old Hag with uncovered heads. 
There may be a few stolid natures who 
look upon the stars and stripes with as 
much indifference as though gazing at a 
striped awniug. Such men have uo 
great opinion of the American eagle, or 
any other bird, in fact, that can’t be 
fattened for the market. [Applause.] 
But you would tut look to these men 
for the judicious, large hearted counsel 
in the interests of the future welfare and 
prosperity of our country. Such narrow 
molded men could hardly be expected to 
map out the policy of a country striding 
on toward an ideal future. Don’t be 
afraid of gush and sentiment. Tho 
soldier business, as it is sometimes 
termed, cannot F>e overdone. Our 
country was worth fighting for in ’61, 
and it is worth loving and talking about 
in 1801, with all the fervor of language 
that we can give to it.

The running gear aud frame- work is 
painted red with gold ornamentation and 
nickel trimmings.

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 196, Acts of 1869. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, in 
the mouth of May or June In each year, visit 
eacli dwelling-house or building and make true 
lists of all women twenty years of ago and up- 
wards, who ihall in writing over their own sig- 
natures, request the Assessors to assess them for 
a "poll tax.” and It shall be the duty of the 
Assessors to inquire at each such dwelling house 
or building for such wilt ten requests lor assess- 
ment; which must give the name in full— age, 
occupation, and residence May 1st, 1890. All 
women desiring to bo assessed for a poll tax 
should have their written request for such 
assessment in the form required by the act of 
1889, ready for delivery to the Assessors when 
they shall visit the house where they dwell. Each 
request shall be upon a separate Bheet signed by 
the applicant with her name in full. No appli- 
cation for tbe assessment of a woman fora poll 
tax will bo received by nuril or in any other than 
in the manner provided by said Chapter 196, ex- 
cept by filing in the office of the Assessors the 
list provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200, of Acts 
of 1888. 

Persons bolding ostntes in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during tho past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and wnrned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will he held 
to pay the tax assessed, although such estate has 
been wholly distributed nnd paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons and corpora- 
tions arc hereby required to bring in to the As- 
sessors of Newton on any day from May first to 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held by such persons 
and corporations respectively for literary, benev- 
olent, charitable, or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May, 1891 , together with statements 
of tho amount of all receipts and expencitures 
by such person or corporation for said purpose 
during the year next preceeding said first day of 
May; such lists and statements to be in such de- 
tail as may be required by tbe tax commis- 
sioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 176, Acts of 1882, |Sec. 1. 

Any mortgager or mortgagee ]of Real Estate 
may bring In to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in the. list as provided iu Section 
thirty-eight of t Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as a moitgageeor 
mortgagor. When such property is situated in 
two or more placcs,or when a recorded mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or 
parts of an estate, an estimate of the amount ol 
the mortgagee’s interest in each estate or part of 
an estate shall he given in suchlstatement. The 
Assessors shall, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests cf mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
same. Whenever, iu any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall he invalidated for the 
reasou that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident.partner must include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
aud agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carryiug trade, are referred to Sections 8 
and 0, of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty, Said returns to he made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all bis taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and any pel son neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements 
of personal property must be in writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before tho fifteenth day of June, and that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
be estimated by the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal writteu comm uni 
cation to any one or more of tbe Assessors.— 
Pub. Stat. Chap. 11, Sec. 39 and 41. When a per- 
son has fulled to bring in a list or schedule of all 
his taxable property, iu conformity to this no- 
tice, uo ubutciueut of a tax assessed on Personal 
Estate to such person cun be granted, ‘-unless 
such tax exceeds by more than fifty i»er cent, the 
amount which would have been assessed to tiiat 
person ou Personal Estate if he had seasonably 
brought in said list; and if said tax exceeds by 
more than fifty per ceut. tbe said.;amnuut, the 
abatement shall be ouly of the excess above the 
said fifty per cent.— Pub. Statutes, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 73.

THE CONSECRATION. 

OF THE CHURCH OF THE REDEEMER, 
CHESTNUT HILL. 

This beautiful new church- building, 
tho gift of Mrs. Augustus Lowell, was 
consecrated to the sorvico of Almighty 
God, tho Father, tho Son and tho Holy 
Ghost, on Monday, Juno 1st, by Bishop 
Thomas M. Clark, I). D., L. L. D.. of 
Rhode Island. 

Tho mission at; Chestnut Hill, was be- 
gun by Dr. Shinn of Grace Church. Ho 
was succeeded by tho Rev. Mr. Eaton, 
and at tho end of Mr. Eaton’s stay the 
Rev. Prof. Nash of tho Episcopal 
Theological School took charge. The 
mission grew into a Parish under Prof. 
Nash’s guidance, and became the rc- 
copiont of this splendid gift, which is a 
memorial of tho father of Mrs. Lowell 
and of other members of her family. 
The church is a beautiful frame structure 
of quaint design, .surmounted by a spire. 
Tho auditorium will seat about 200 
persons and the walls aro panelled in 
imitation mahogany for live feet from 
tho floor, the remainder being rough 
finish of an olive-green tint. 

Tho chancel walls aro of similar work- 
manship with fresco decorations and 
oval rustic effect above. Tho altar and 
furnishitigs aro of richly carved oak. 
The heavy supports above the auditorium 
are also of oak finish and tho ceiling is 
stained a dark cherry. The church was 
lavishly decorated with ferns, cut flowers, 
and at 11.30 when the service commenced 
every available seat was taken. 

The clergy and choristers marched in 
procession Horn tho house of Col. Kings- 
bury and were received at tho church 
doors by the vestry of tho parish . The 
Bisiiop began the service by repenting 
the opening verso of Psalm 24th: "Tho 
earth is the Lord’s and all that dwell 
therein.” The alternate verses were 
read by tho congregation as the proces- 
sion entered. Upon reaching tho chan- 
cel the request to consecrate was read by 
Robert II. Gardiner Esq. and the Bishop 
proceeded according to the prescribed 
Ritual. Tho sentence of consecration 
was finally read by the Rev. Prof. Henry 
S. Nash. 

Upon tho conclusion of the consecra- 
tion office the hymn ‘‘Chiist is made the 
sure foundation” was sung and the com- 
munion service was begun by the Rev. 
L. K. Storrs of Brookline. The Rev. Dr. 
Phillips Brooks, Bishop elect of this 
Diocese, read the Nicone Creed. The ser- 
mon was delivered by the Bishop of 
Rhode Island. At its conclusion Dr. 
Shinn continued the communion service 
to tho consecration of the elements 
which part was taken by Bishop Clark. 
A large number of communicants 
received. The music was led by the 
choristers of Grace Church, and was 
superbly sung. 

Part of tho selection was from Wood- 
ward’s service. The offertory anthem 
consisted of a solo and chorus, "O let us 
worship.” The solo was sung by Master 
Frederick Randall. 

The Uetrocessiounl Hymn was ’‘The 
Church’s sure Foundation.” After tho 
processiou had passed out of the church 
it halted for a moment while Mr. Odi 1 
Fritz, tho Newton photographer, took a 
picture of the building with the long line 
of choristers aud clergy in front. 

Among the clergy present beside those 
before mentioned were the liev. W. 11. 
Williams of Newton Highlands, the Rev. 
IJusties Monro of Lower Falls, tho Rev. 
Mr. Bagnall of Kansas, tho Rev. Prof. 
Kellner of Cambridge, the Rev. Mr. 
Prime of Brighton, and the Rev. T. F. 
Kales of Waltham. 

Tho officers of the new church are as 
follows: Albert D. S. Bell, Robert II. 
Gardiner, wardens; Isaac F. Kingsbury, 
John Lowell, Jr., William H. Coffin, 
Charles O. Stearns, Calvin G. Page, 
Charles S. Miller, vestrymen. 

A bountiful collation was spread in the 
old Chapel for tho guests, and thus 
ended oue of the most interesting inci- 
dents iu tho history of Newton. 

There are now live fully organized 
parishes of the Episcopal Church in this 
city with church edifices and rectors of 
their own, aud besides these, two mis- 
sions, one at Newton Centro and the 
other at Upper Falls. Considering its 
size Newton is regarded as one of the 
strongest centres of tho Episcopal 
Church iu tho whole Diocese of Massa- 
chusetts, having seven organizations iu a 
population of 25,000.

SEVERAL M AT ritRS IIUNO UI' IN THE | 

COMMON COt'NClL, 

The Common Council met Monday 
night, with all the members present ex- 
cept Messrs. Collins and Sprague. Busi- j 
ness from the hoard of aldermen was 
disposed of in concurrence, including 
the report against a steamer at Nonan- 
turn. 

The order for t ho enlargement of the 
West Nowton Engine House was laid on 
the table, Messrs Dutch, Merchant and 
Jordan voting no. 

The extra appropriation for schools 
gave riso to quite a debate. Mr. Fork 
nail thought it ought to be taken ftom- 
the highway appropriation, as so much 
was being saved there. 

Mr. Dutch did not know how all these 
extra appropriations were to be managed 
as the assessors had their figures for tbe 
year made up. It seem>d to him that 
the school committee might find some 
way of saving a little. lie* lnd yet to 
learn that Nowton schools were superior 
to others and yet they were the most ex- 
pensive of any. 

Mr. Churchill said the appropriation 
was cut down last year, and this was 
only restoring it to its origiual (iguro. 

The order finally failed of passage, 
Messrs. Dutch, Forknall, Grace and 
Jordan voting no. 

Mr. Churchill presented a petitioner 
the widening of Spruce street, Ward 2, 
signed by A. T. Sylvester, clerk of the 
Uni versalist society, J. Wesley Kimball, 
and thirty others. 

An order was passed appropriating $40 
for the laying of 30 feet of 0 inch water 
main on Walker street. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Richardson presented an order 
from the (committee on fire department, 
providing for the putting of Steamer 2 in 
commission, tho removal of the Chemical 
to the Hook and Ladder House at Xew- 
tonville, and of Dose 4 to Nouautum, as 
soon as the hose house there is ready. 

Mr. Merchaut protested against the 
removal of the Chemical, as West New- 
ton was the proper place for it, the loca- 
tion was more central, and a larger 
amount of territory could be protected, 
ft was needed just wliero it was. 

The order was passed by a majority 
vote. 

On motion of Mr. Richardsou $225 was 
appropriated for the purchase of a horse, 
and changed to Highway geueral re- 
pairs. 

On motion of Mr. RofTe the mayor was 
authorized to execute a contract for a 1 
system of tile drainage for the Newton 
Centre playground, the cost of which, he 
said would be withiu tbe appropriation 
of $000. 

Mr. Forknall presented an order that 
the $2,000 for schools be taken from the 
appropriation for highway reconstruc- 
tion and repairs. 

Mr. Moulton said the highway com- 
mittee had stated that they could liud | 
use for all their surplus, but be would 
like to kuow bow they were going to use 
it. 

Mr. Richardson said that the experience 
of former years had shown that the high- ! 
way department never had too much 
money, but too little, and he thought 
that would he the case this year. 

Mr. Bothfield said he hoped this order ■ 
would not pass. It was the beginning of 1 
a very strange policy to take money from 
one department and add it to another, 
before the year was half goue, because 
of a rumor that some money had been 1 
saved on one or two jobs. He did not 
believe that the highway committee 
could do all that was necessary with the 
money that they had. It was a curious 
plan to limit a committee in this way, 1 
and he did not like the idea. The n e n- 
ber who had introduced it was always 
singling out the highway committee for I 
little stabs, for some unexplained reason, i 
If be wanted to attack the press, why did 
he not do it, iustead of trying to hit the 
papers over the heads of this com- 
mittee. 

Dffc. Forknall said he was surprised at 
the dharge, as it was the first time he 
had referred to the highway committee, 
as far as he remembered, which state- 
ment provoked a general smile at the 
member’s poor memory, which evidently 
does not extend as far as the meeting 
\*4to weeks ago, when be attacked tho 
committee for allowing a building to be 
put up on city land, or in fact any other 
meeting of the session. 

Mr. ( »race said he was opposed to the 
order, as the highway committee needed 
all their money. His colleague from 
Ward One had made bitter complaints | 
of the bad condition of tbe streets in his 
section, aird any extra money saved 
could be used there. 

The order failed to pass. 

The board then took a long recess, 
after which Mr. Forknall moved to re- 
consider the school appropriation order 
and the borrd concurred with the alder- 
men. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

Mr. Koffe introduced an order appro- 
priating $25,000 for the building of an 
almshouse,- the money to be raised by 
two notes, payable in IM»8. 

Mr. Dutch asked what was to be done 
with the old farm. It had beeu seated 
that it was very valuable, and why was 
it not sold and money t rai>ed to pay for 
the almshouse. 

Mr. Koffe said it was the intention to 
sell it, but a forced sale was uot the 
proper way to get the best results. The 
city would realize more by waiting. 
Mr. 'Olmsted h is been at work drawing 
plans for the property, and when these 
were completed something might be 
done. 

Mr. Moulton asked if this sum included 
i lie cost of tbe stable and outbuildings or 
just the house. 

Mr. liotfe said it did uot include the 
stable, the present sum was only for the 
house. 

Mr. Dutch asked if a stable and out- 
buildings would not be needed. 

Mr. itoffe said they would, but the 
committee had not got as far us that; the 
almshouse was the most important and 
we are preparing for that first. He should 
be glad to add two or three thousand, if 
the council desired. 

Mr. Weed moved to amend to make 
the sum $24,000, but the motion was uot 
seconded. *-• 

A vote was thou taken and the order 
failed to pass by a vote of nine to three, 
Messrs Merchaut, Weed and Meed voting 
no. The board then adjourned.

BOOKS AMI MAGAZINES. 

The Arena (Boston) for June has a fine 
frontispiece portrait of Philips Brooks, 
besides portraits of Julius Chambers and 
B. O. Flower, editor of (he magazine. 
Julius Chambers writes of “The Chival- 
ry of the Press," Julian Hawthorne of 
"The Now Columbus,” Camille Flnm- 
marion of “Tho Unknown,” and Editor 
Flower of “Society's Exiles." Besides 
there are many other valuable papers. 
The Arena, which opens its fourth vol- 
ume with this number, has more than 
doubled its subscription list within six 
months. 

“Mrs. Partington” was and will always 
he, more famous than her gonial creator, 
Benjamin Peuhnllow Shiflaber, but it 
was a little surprising that upon tho 
death of the old humorist a few weeks 
ago, so little was slid in tho press con- 
cerning him. “Mrs. Partington” 
achieved not only American currency; 
she is known wherever tho Eeglish 
tongue is spoken, In England sho 
shares the honors with Mrs. Mulaprop, 
and “Partingtonisms” are borrowed 
without credit by all the English alloged 
“funny” papers. In the New England 
Magazine for June Mrs. Elizabeth Akers 
Allen writes an appricciative and bright 
account of Shillaber, who certainly de- 
served better of this generation than a 
brief paragraph iu the papers chronicling 
his decease, since “Mrs. Partington” 
lives on and seems endowed with eternal 
jolity and middle-age. 

The subjects that have had the great- 
est share of attention from thoughtful 
men for the past month have undoubted- 
ly been Immigration, Our Currency, tho 
Case of tho Rev. Dr. Briggs, anti tho 
International Copyright Law, which will 
go into effect July 1. The June number 
of The Forum contains discussions of all 
theso subjects. The Rev. Dr. Briggs 
himself contributes a criticism of the 
churches for insisting on non-osscutial 
parts of their creeds. Ex-CongreBsman 
William McAdoo, of New Jersey, points 
out the intimate relation between immi- 
gration and tho tariff, making an argu- 
ment to show how by tho exclusion of 
forcigu goods and by the froo admission 
of foreign woikmen we play into tho 
hands of other nations. Senator William 
M. Stewart, of Nevada, considers silver 
coinage with reference to the need of 
more money and makes the strongest 
statement perhaps that has anywhere 
appeared on the side of those who favor 
the free coinage of silver. 

The first chapters of a serial story by 
George du Maurier, entitled “Peter 
Ibbetsou,” appears in Harper’s Magazine 
for June. This story, which is written 
in the form of an autobiography, is one 
of peculinr psychological interest, in- 
volving many strange incidents connected 
with the phenomena of dreams. It is 
illustrated by the author in his own 
inimitable style, and being his first 
novel will attract very general attention 
from the beginning. 

The complete novel in the June num- 
ber of Belford’s Magazine is “A Bargain 
iu Souls,” by Ernest De Laucey Pierson. 
It is well written and interesting. “The 
Wage System” is treated at length by 
Eva McDonald. A paper on Physical 
Culture: a joint article headed Genius 
and Mortality— “Tbo ‘Disease of Genius’ ” 
by Victor Yanas, and “Aro Men of 
Genius Wicked?” by Frederick T. Jones; 
Foreign Trade and Reciprocity, by 
Franklin MacVengh; Popular Science, by 
Felix L. Oswald, Ph.

Itich Man' ft Goods: Fine cassimeres 
advancod 25 per cent.; broadcloth, ad 
yanced 20 per cent.; silk velvet, no ad 
vauce; silk linings, no advance; silk laces, 
advanced 20 per cent.; sealskin sacks, 
reduced 88 per cent.; black silk, no ad- 
vance. 

Poor Man's Goods: Imitation of seal 
sacks, advanced 120 per cent.; cotton 
corduroy, advanced 114 per cent.; cotton 
laces, advanced 50 per cent; woolens, 
advanced 40 per cont. ; cotton velvet, ad- 
vanced 100 per cent. ; cotton linings, ad- 
vanced 285 per cent.; black alpaca, ad- 
vanced 00 per cent. 


How to Account for the Farmer’s Alii* 
ance. 

[From the Omaha World-Herald .1 

Tko government puts a tariff on every 
article the farmer buys, and when he 
buys the article a part of the price is the 
tax the government has levied upon it. 
As soon as the farmer is horn the gov- 
ernment begins to tax him. If the baby 
has the colic and his mother gives him 
a dose of paregoric, the government 
taxes it 40 per cent, and it never lets up 
on the taxing afterwards while there is a 
cent in his pocket. Most farmers and 
working men wear flannel shirts foi a 
large part of the year. At 5 o’clock he 
gets out of his bed and puts on a lianncl 
shirt that is taxed 100 per cent. This 
costly garment, for which he paid twice 
what it could have been sold for at a fair 
profit, having been buttoned up with 
buttons taxed 150 percent., he proceeds 
to put on a pair of trouers. They are 
made of coarso heavy cloth, and the tax 
is made correspondingly heavy, so they 
cost him 100 per cent, more than they 
otherwise would. He straps them over 
his shoulders with suspenders taxed 05 
per cent., and proceeds to put his feet 
into a pair of socks taxed 120 percent. 
He wears coarse, heavy socks, and he 
must pay about four times the tax the 
rich man does for elegant, thin light 
ones. He then thrusts his feet into a 
pair of coarso cow-hides, which have 
been taxed 25 per cent., after which he 
puts on a coat taxed 95 per cent. He 
wakes up his wife and goes out into the 
kitchen and starts a Gro with coal taxed 
75 cents on a ton, and the smoke goes up 
a biick chimney taxed 45 per cent. 

Then he goes out and pitches hay to 
the cattle with a fork taxed 45 per cent, 
in a rack taxed 40 per cent., and feeds 
them salt taxed 44 per cent, out of a 
barrel taxed 40 per cent. 

After giving slop to his pigs, out of a 
barrel bound with iron hoops, taxed 85 
percent., he goes into the stable, taxed 
40 per cent, to feed his horses out of 
troughs, taxed 40 per cent. 

Meanwhile his good wife has arisen 
and cooked his bacon, which he had 
cured with salt taxed 44 percent, (no re- 
bate) on a stove taxed 45 per cent. The 
old farmer came to the house, and tak- 
ing a pail taxed 20 per cent., went to 
fetch a pail of water (water not yet taxed,) 
which lie got from a pump taxed 85 per 
cent. He closed the door taxed 20 per 
cent., which was hung on hinges taxed 
35 per cent., and was held fast by a lock 
taxed 45 per cent. Then he washed his 
hands in a tin basin taxed 35 per cent., 
with soap taxed 20 per ceut., and wiped 
them on a brown Hue ■ towel taxed 35 
per ceut. He went into the dining room, 
covered with au oil-cloth carpet taxed 
40 per ceut. His wife pulled out a table 
taxed 20 per cent., and spread upon it a 
tablecloth taxed 40 per cent. She put 
on it some brown earthenware taxed 40 
per cent, and white plates taxed 50 per 
cent. ; the knives and forks were also 
taxed 50 per cent. The glass tumblers 
out of which they drank milk were taxed 
181 per cent., and the roof under which 
they sat was taxed 20 per cent. 

The good wife poured coffee out of a 
coffee.pot taxed 55 per ceut., and stirred 
it uj> with a spoon taxed 45 per cent. 
The bill of fare was not elaborate. It 
consisted of coffee taken out of a can 
taxed 55 per cent., hacou cured with salt, 
taxed 44 percent., bread made of Hour 
taken from a bag taxed 85 per cent., and 
butter seasoned with taxed salt. After 
breakfast the fanner put on a hat taxed 
55 per cent., walked over a taxed carpet 
which covered a taxed floor, out of a 
taxed door, hung on taxed hinges, aud 
fasten with a taxed lock, into God's air, 
not taxed yet. He then got some w ire 
nails, taxed 150 per cent., aud taking a 
hammer, taxed 50 per cent., aud a saw I 
and axe, taxed 55 per cent., lie repaired I 
a pig-pen with lumber taxed 20 per 
ceut. 

After he had finishod that job ho went 
nto the stable aud put a bridle and liar 
ness onto his horses, taxed 85 per cent., 
led them out from the taxed stable to a 
taxed trough and pumped uutaxed water 
for them from a taxed pump. 

Ho hitched them to a plough taxed < 
pur cent., aud started to the field to pu 
in many lonely hours preparing the 
ground for another crop. The wife 
swept the floor with a broom taxed 85 
per cent., went into the best room, the 
taxed floor covered with an ingrain car- 
pet, taxed 00 percent. She got a needle, 
taxed 25 per cent., and threaded it with 
cotton thread, taxed 74 per cent. At 
lirst she thought she would make her- 
self a dress of some printed cotton, 
valued at over 15 cents per yard, taxed 
45 per cent., but she at last concluded to 
make her husband some clothes of com- 
mon woolen goods, taxed 111 percent. 
After sewing some hours on the taxed 
material, with a taxed needle aud thread, 
sitting in a taxed ohuir on a taxed car- 
pet, which covered u taxed floor she 
went out to work in the garden and she 
took a hoe and shove), taxed 45 per cent., 
with which to dig up tho weeds. After 
the long, weary day is over tho farmer 
comes home. Ho feeds the pigs, chick 
ens, horses aud cattle and swine, ami 
comes through a taxed door uud sits at 
his taxed table once more, which is 
lighted with a glass lamp taxed 180 per 
ceut. 

After supper the farmer takes down 
his Bible, taxed 25 per cent,, reads a 
chapter from the holy book, thanks God 
that he has cast his lot in the “freest 
country on earth,” uud then retires aud 
covers himself with a blanket taxed 111 
per ceut. 

“The years slowly pass away; the 
farmer grows old; the hair of his head is 
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whito as snow; his good wife is wrinkled 
and bent ; finally he dies and ho is put in 
a coffin faxed 110 per cent. Tho minis- 
ter conies and loads the service of tho 
Church, and he is carried to his long 
home, and over the ground his children 
erect a monument to his memory which 
is taxed 80 per cent. 

“That is the way,” continued the 
neighbor, “that wo pay our government 
taxes. But you never get any tax re- 
ceipts. If you did yon could tell just 
what you paid and that would create a 
revolution inside of six months; but then 
these taxes do not all go to the Govern- 
ment. Of every flve dollars of taxes 
raised in this way one dollar is paid to 
the Government, and four dollars to the 
millionaire manufacturers.”

REDISTRICTING PASSED. 


The Redistricting bill has passed both 
branches of the legislature and been 
signed by the governor. Massachusetts 
is thus saved the disgrace of a gerry- 
mander, and the bill that was endorsed 
by the people generally as a fair and 
equitable division has been enacted in 
spite of the efforts of Congressman 
Jliodge, who wanted his own district 
made more unanimous aud of numerous 
petty politicians who were proud to 
wear Mr. Lodge’s collar. 

The debate in the house, Wednesday, 
was a very spirited one, and Representa- 
tive Powers of Hyde Park appoars to 
bavo carried off all the honors. Messrs. 
Ward well aud Olmstead lead the fight 
against the bill and announced the ridi- 
culous doctrine that it was the true Re- 
publican policy to fiud out what their 
political opponents wanted and then 
vote against it. Such a policy can only 
lead to defeat, and would more ofteu 
than not place the party in the wroug. 

Representative Powers said he believed 
in standing up for the right, no matter 
who favored it. The legislature ordered 
a non-partisan division of the state, and 
it was made by this bill. He also said : 
“This bill is something of which you 
will be proud, and you will be proud, too, 
to know that your State has taken the 
first step in this direction. Republicans 
must think of and work for the future 
and not rely upon the past. If you do 
this you will carry the people with you 
and win the State, and it will matter 
little how the districts are made. Don’t 
put a collar round the neck of a man aud 
then, when he starts to go ahead, pull 
the chain and draw him back. That is 
too much like the orgau and the moukey, 
and is not the way to lead a party. 
Rather lead by holding up something 
good and right and worth workiug for, 
aud by that you will wiu the approval of 
the people.” 

There is no question but that Repre- 
sentative Powers is ou the right and also 
the popular side in this matter, and if 
his principles are those he here pro- 
claims, he is a much safer leader to fol- 
low than men whose only idea of con- 
ducting a political campaign is to ‘‘find 
out what our political opponents want 
and then work against it.” No victory 
worth having can be won on that policy, 
no matter who enunciates it, and it has 
proved a disastrous policy iu the past 
few years. 

An organization of the business men 
of Newton is talked of, and may result 
in some action before the year is over. 
The storekeepers feel the need of some 
protection against loss by bad debts, and 
they believe that if they had an organ- 
ization, with a secretary to whom all 
persons who did not pay their bills were 
reported, they would save many hundred 
dollars during the year. As it is now 
they have no means of knowing save by 
experience, the reliability of any cus- 
tomer. Any man may run iu debt to all 
the stores in one village, and by simply 
removing to another village can repeat 
the operation there, and so on all round 
the circuit. A list of those who do not 
pay promptly would also be a great ad- 
vantage, as the mere fact that such a list 
was iu existence would have a good 
effect on delinquents. The great majori- 
ty of Newton people pay promptly, it 
can be said to their credit, but there are 
a few, mostly new corners, who are uot 
satisfactory customers in this respect. 
Auy one who started a trade association 
of the kind outlined above, would find 
all the, business men eager to become 
members. 


Some Important Points. , 

Kx- Alderman Pottee sends us the following 
letter In regard to certain proposed change' of 
tire apparatus, which contains point' that de- 
serve a careful consideration before any change 
Is made. We might Introduce the letter by quot- 
ing from the excellent speech Mr. Pet tee made 
at the Newtonvllle fire banquet, which was not 
reported In full on acconnt of the lateness of the 
hour Mr. Pettee was introduced as the defeated 
candidate, but he sooted a point on his introducer 
by saying that “we are told that It Is by much 
I tribulation we enter Into the Kingdom, and also 
that there are such things as blessings In dls- 
quise,” and he was satisfied to let the case rest 
there. This definition of his position was re- 
ceived with hearty applanso which left no doubt 
of the ox-alderman’s popularity with the firemen, 
who bad been connected with him through the 
fire committee for many years, and his exper- 
ience gives his words especial weight. Hts letter 
is as follows: 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

After making a few remarks suggestive of tbo 
Importance of sustaining the efficiency of the 
Newton tire department, on the occasion of the 
introduction of the “New Babcock Truck" etc., 
and banquet given by the Newtonvllle tire as- 
sociation, I was questioned concerning the pro- 
posed removal of the Hose from Newtonvllle and 

f daclnc it at Nouantum. At tho time of speak- 
ng 1 did not understand that any such under- 
taking was seriously entertained by the city 
council of Newton, and l do not believe that any 
such action will be taken. 

The reasons for not doing so are anpareut in 
the few simple facts that I will briefly offer; 
First: Tho city has Invested in high and gram- 
mar sclioolhouses, truikhouse, etc., in the very- 
near vlelnty of the truck, nearly $200,000 worth of 
pablic property. And there are nearly 1000 pu- 
plls iu school 200 days in the year, some of them 
coming from all sections of the city to attend 
high school. Second: There is now stationed at 


considerably more than one half cf the fire risks 
in the city, five eighths or two-thirds perhaps. 
Third: At West Newton, Auburndale, Upper 
Falls ami Lower Falls tin re are now stationed 
four hose companies to cover the lesser risks of 
the city. Therefore, if Nonantum needs a hose, 
then let the eity purchase a new apparatus for 
that portion of the city and it would be an 
increased force for the better protection of New- 
ton and its vicinity. When we consider that the 
hose at Newtonvllle is the ouly medium through 
which water in large quantities «an be quickly 
carried into the scnoolbouscs in that villase if 
either of them should be so unfortunate as to 
need auy such help, and the possible loss of life 
resulting from the delay occasioned by hose 
lo ated a mile or more away, and that the upper 
and southerly portion of the city is already better 
protected than the lower or northerly sections, 
there seems no possibility of the city fathers do- 
ing auy such injudicious legislation and even if 
they shonid I confidently believe the mayor 
would not sanction such an order by placing Uls 
signature thereto.

tooned in strings from the roof to the j 
ground. Within, the spacious truck | 
room was gayly decorated with flags and 
bunting, and the tables for the banquet- j 
ers occupied nearly all the available 
space, a company of over 200 being seat- 
ed when the festivities commenced, 
shortly after 8 o’clock. Capt. W. S. 
Higgins of tho Newtonvillo truck com- 
pany rapped to order, prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Jackson followed, and then the boys fell 
to and discussed the tempting viands. 

After the disposition of the good 
things, Mr. E. II. Fierce was introduced 
as toastmaster, lie made a felicitious 
speech, and then called upon Mayor 
Hibbard, who spoke briefly, congratulat- 
ing the tiro department upon the acqui- 
sition of new and valuable pieces of tire 
apparatus, and complimenting its mem- 
bers upon their efficiency. 

Mayor Andrews of Gloucester was next 
introduced. He said that he was a stranger 
in Newton, having visited the city for the 
first time. 1 have had little opportunity, 
continued the speaker, to Inspect its many 
pretty villages or enjoy its scenic beauties, 
iuit 1 hope to have that pleasure at no far 
distant day. I learned to-night that some 
of your Newton men date back their an- 
cestory to Gloucester and I am delighted 
to know that she has furnished some of 
your representative business men. If you 
ever come to Gloucester, added Mayor 
Andrews, It shall be my privilege to afford 
you such courtesies as my official position 
will permit. I think we can make ‘ 


Inform my friends through your paper 
exactly what occurred. 

On tho 1st of May it was understood 
that there would be a labor demonstra- 
tion in Florence, as elsewhere in Europe, 
but wo were told at our hotel that, owing 
to the presence of a large force of the 
military, there could not possibly be any 
disturbance in Florence. 

Accordingly, about noon I wont out for 
a drive with my daughter, a little girl of 
9, in an opon carriage. While driving 
along the Vlallo Principe Amedeo, one 
of the most respectable residence streets 
of Florence, a mob of several hundred 
men suddenly fuslied out of a side street 
in front of our carriage. 1 told the 
coachman to turn and drive back, when 
we were surprised to see a similar mob 
pouring out of a side street behind us. 

I have since learned that the two side 
streets both led to the Piazza Savanarol- 
la. where the mob had just been charged 
by the cavalry, and that the mob, at the 
suggestion of the leaders, was on its 
way to the centre of the city to raid cer- 
tain clothing stores. 

We were instantly surrounded by the 
mob, every individual of which seemed 
to have his hands full of large and rough 
stones used here for repairing the streets. 

Somebody in the mob cried “Ameri- 
cans. Let us lynch them.” (This 1 am 
told by my driver), “Death to the rich,” 
etc. 

The mob then begau pelting our car- 
riage with stones. Fortunately 1 had a 
good strong sun umbrella spread over 
our heads. I made my little girl get 
down under my arm and sheltered our 
heads with the umbrella as best I could. 

] was struck on the shoulder, the side, 
the leg and on the head (a good Ameri- 
can derby saved that): theu the umbrella 
was demolished, and a stone struck my 
little girl two inches below the right 
temple. 

The wound was deep and the blood 
soon saturated her clothing ar.d my own, 
and curiously enough ran into my pocket 
and stained my passport, signed by 
• James G. Blaine, requesting foreigners to 
allow me and family to pass safely, etc. 

Meanwhile our coachman had forced 
his way through the crowd and wheeled 
into a side street and drove rapidly to 
our hotel, followed for some distance by 
the mob. My last look backward showed 
the mob engaged in stoning the houses 
along the street. 

On arrival at our hotel my little girl 
was taken to her room and an English 
physician staying in the house took im- 
mediate charge of her and fortunately 
stopped the How of blood and avoided 
the fever that he expected to follow. He 
said it was an exceedingly narrow escape 
from death. 

^uw, one month later, that the wound 
has nearly healed, we can see that it will 
leave a scar that will disfigure her face 
for life. * 

In the afternoon I drove to the Am 
erican consulate and reported the matter 
substantially as above, and was assured 
that every action would be taken by the 
Italian authorities to arrest and punish 
the offenders. I have since learned that 
many arrests were made, and, as there 
were many witnesses, no doubt convic- 
tion and punishment will follow. 

Several prominent Italian residents of 
Florence also called on me and expressed 
regrets, and assured me that the mob 
was largely made up of rufiians from 
other cities, who bad come there to 
promote the socialistic demonstrations 
of May 1. As several other carriages, 
occupied by Italiaus, were assaulted op 
that day, I was at first of the opinion 
that our nationality had nothing to do 
with the matter, but the statements of 
my coachman seem to leave no doubt 
that the cries of the leaders of the mob, 
which cries were the immediate cause 
of the assault, were, “Americans.” ami 
“Let us lynch them.” Whether the 
Italian government punishes these 
offenders iemuns to be seen. They 
made every effort to hush up the matter, 
even going so far as to open aad delay 
my telegrams, in which I attempted to 
communicate with my friends in America, 
and latei the telegrams from my friends 
to me. 

This seems to me a striking disregard 
of the requests of our government con 
tained in my passport. 

The above is an accurate and conserva- 
tive statement of what occurred. If you 
will kindly print it as it stands it will be 
a favor to yours, very cordially.

AN APPEAL TO THE FRIENDS OF THE 
HOSPITAL. 

The Executive Committee ask tho at- 
tention of the people of Newton to tho 
present condition of the Hospital. At 
no time since it was opened havo tho 
facilities been so complete and tho ap- 
pliances so amplo for the care and treat- 
ment of sick and injured persons. 

The older buildings have been groatly 
improved by extensive and radical 
changes in the methods of ventilation 
and in other details of sanit ation. These 
alterations have been made under the 
personal supervision of the medical 
members associated with, tho Com- 
mittee, after plans approved by agents 
of the local and State Boards of Health, 
so that probably nothing better in these 
respects can be found anywhere. Besides 
these needed changes the demand for 
additional accommodations has been met 
by the construction of a new Ward, con- 
taining a number of rooms for private 
patieuts. This Ward is now finished and

pleasant for you, if you come. [Applause.] 
In conclusion, the Mayor of Gloucester 
gave an amusing account of a Newton man 
who got overhonril In that city and of the 
heroic measures adopted for his recuscita- 
tion. He expressed, also, hi> appreciation 
of the entertainment and thanked the 
Ncwtonville fire laddies for their hospi- 
tality. 

Alderman Crehore, chairman of the tire 
committee, was called upon. He snhl that 
he had prepared no speech, although the 
Mayor had given that impression. There 
is one thing, however, that 1 would like to 
say, added the speaker, and that is in rela- 
tion to the efficiency of the members of the 
fire department. The test of the new aerial 
ladder was particularly gratifying to me, 
because it gave evidence of the skill of our 
men in handling that sort of apparatus. 1 
am no speech maker, said Alderman Cre- 
hore in conclusion, and I will therefore 
close, thanking you for you hospitality. 
[Applause.] 

Col. Kingsbury was the next speaker. 
He said that a writer in an agricultural 
paper had said that the most modern a p- 
pliances were necessary for the extirmina- 
tion of vermin. This, lie added, seems true 
of the fire department. The most modern 
apparatus Is needed and the city has wisely 
recognized the necessity. The aerial 
ladder will prove a good investment and 
citizens are agreed that the needs of the 
city demand it. The expenditures for fire 

apparatus, .-aid tlio dptmkor ia conclusion. 

will be returned in the saving from losses 
by fire, [Applanse.J 

Alderman Luke was called upon as a 
member of the fire committee. He said 
that his connection with the fire committee 
reminded him of the story of the boy and 
the dog. The boy only held the dog while 
his comrades tied the tin cans to his tail. 
That, added the speawer, is my case so far 
as my relations with the fire committee are 
concerned. I simply hold the dog and Al- 
derman Crehore does the rest and does it 
mighty well. I always had the idea, con- 
tinued Alderman Luke, that a fireman’s 
life was rather an easy one, aside from 
long hours and night work. Recently, I 
went to a fire, riding with the chief, and 1 
gathered a few impressions which 1 shall 
urietiy refer to. When we started, the 
chief encouraged the horse to a rattling 
pace, which compelled ihe to grab franti- 
cally for the seat, but our progress was 
soon arrested at the railroad crossing, 
where the gates were lowered to the in- 
finite disgust of the chief, who addressed 
language to the gateman that a man would 
even hesitate to articulate when speaking to 
his wife's relations. [Applause ] The gate- 
man raised the gates to let us pass, and 
after knocking an express train nearly off 
the track, I lost consciousness. When I 
recovered 1 was at the scene of the fire. 
It was a patch of grass in Auburndale. 
That ride is still impressed upon my 
memory and I am waiting now until the 
chief gets old and timid. I propose to 
give him a ride then that will lift his hair 
and I am solacing myself with the rellec- 
tion that time after all evens up all things. 
[Applause.] 

Many changes, continued Alderman 
Luke, have been made in the fire depart- 
ment this year, and more are likely to fol- 
low. It i> in liue condition, well equipped 
for emergencies, and its members will 
dare and suffer in order to save the lives 
and property of our citizens. It require- 
true courage and devotion to make a good 
fireman, and these requisites cannot be 
pureha-ed for any financial consideration. 
I do not -peak these words for the purpose 
of llattcry, said Alderman Luke in conclu- 
sion, but a- a representative < .f the city I 
love, to show proper appreciation of New- 
ton firemen. [Applause. j

An institution that has such a noble 
property, that has been a model for oth- 
ers, that has already treated over 000 pa- 
tients, that has such an excellent training 
school for nurses, ana that has ancled so 
much to the renown of our city, must 
not languish for lack of funds. $7,500 
are needed. Some of our citizeus are 
able to relieve us at once of large por- 
tions of this burden, and there are many 
who if they will unite can soon sweep it 
away.

To All The Boys In Newtou. 

Greeting: “I don’t want any birds 
or their nests disturbed on my prem- 
ises,’’ said one. “Nor do I,” “or I” “or 
I,” „or I,” said so many voiees from 
all over the meeting, that the first 
speaker said, “I will write an open letter 
on the subject.” Now, an open letter is 
one that every body may read, by a gen- 
eral liaudiug around, or by its being 
printed. 

Well then, natural history in all its de- 
partments is interestiug,or even fascinat- 
ing according to the strength of one’s 
taste for it; and perhaps none of its 
many branches, beasts, birds, fishes, 
reptiles, insects, trees, plants, mosses, sea- 
weeds, etc., etc., is more attractive than 
that of birds— themselves, their nests, 
eggs and habits. 

Hut now the great point is this: Of 
these four particulars about birds nouo 
cau compare iu interest with their habits, 
including a thousand cunning little ways 
as well as their little house-building and 
house-keeping industries. For example, 
only the other day I saw a bird lose hold 
of a long bit of white twine, while carry- 
ing it to a tree. As tho twine floated 
down he darted after it aud caught it 
before it reached the ground, hut when 
it got fairly caught by the middle he had 
to give it up, it was so much too long for 
him, aud this may servo as one of the 
thousand illustrations. Sc then it is the 
life and doings of the birds, not their 
dead bodies, or their poor little despoiled 
liousos that we want to study. 

Accordingly there is springing up a 
now class of observers of whom Brad- 
ford Torrey, Olive Thorne Miller and 
others are exam plus, who make the lives 
of birds in their houses aud haunts, 
their study. To do this, they go where 
the birds are, and with eyes and ears 
wide open note down what they see aud 
hear. Is not this the best way, as well 
with feathered as with human friends? 
Wouldn’t you rather see and speak to 
and play with, Jim, and Tom, and Jack, 
and Bill for years than to show their 
mummies iu a glass case to your friends? 
lu the same way, is not it better to know 
robin, blue-bird, snow-bird, chickadee 
(bless his merry heart) and well named 
little king-bird chasing a crow, each in 
his own tree, Held or grove, and witli a 
harmless peep at his nest when there is a 
chance, thau to see his eggs iu a box, and 
himself stuck up, stuffed, on a wire? 

But you say: ”i wunt a collection of 
my own.” Well theto is un answer to 
that. Get rid of tho smaller idea of 
private exclusive ownership at the cost of 
destruction of birds hearts aud homes, und 
lake iu the larger idea of ownership in 
common with ull others, of tho beautiful 
sights and sounds of bird life. 

Learn to look on all the birds of a year 
as your collection and your note book of 
observations as the memorial of it, glad 
and satislied that with every new year 
you will aild some thing new und inter- 
esting to your observations and tho 
records of them. 


There are nomethingR that the world 
needs but few of, Astronomers are one 
of them. Perhaps there are not more 
than a dozen great, astronomers in the 
world at any one time; yet the whole 
world finds out from them all it needs or 
cares to know for pleasure or for use, 
about tho wonders of the heavens. 

So, a few great natural history collec- 
tions like those in Boston and Cambridge 
added to those iu schools and colleges 
are enough for purposes of scientific 
study, while for purposes of self-cultiva- 
tion in knowledge of nature, quick and 
exact observation, and the host of exer- 
cise, lot each one’s collection stay alive 
in their houses, whore all can see their 
active lives rather than dead forms or 
plundered habitations. Thus you see. 
I trust, that there is a way, ana a bettor 
and a host way. 

Goodbye then, hoys and birds, and may 
you both ho happier and safer for know- 
ing one another, until one of the happiest 
images that the mind can make shall ho 
that of tho Boy and the Bird.

Sewerage for Newton. 

F« r the health and good of all, a sewerage sys- 
tem for Newton is demanded by al,I the cost of 
which should, on principle of equity, be paid for 
by all. By equity it is not meant that a man who 
can in n * way raise but $100 should be required 
to pay it all because a neighbor who has a sur- 
plus Income of perhaps thousands, pays $100. 
But it means the just equilibrium of every ele- 
ment belonging to the case, which is in fact, the 
end of a 1 law. On such principles should the 
cost of the sewers be provided and maintained, 
und we will stale a plan that reflection has sug- 
gested to us: To wit: 

Let all the sewers in all the streets belong to 
the city, to be paid for by a city loan of two 
million more or less, (the estimated cost;. 

The interest of such loan at 3 1-2 per cent, 
would be seventy thousand dollars a year.but the 
income from the sewers would probably meet 
more than onfe-lialf of it, say fortv thousand and 
Anally the whole. The thirty thousand to be paid 
from the common tax levy, all of which by a lit- 
tle more care and discrimination in tile city 
expenditures could be saved with inconvenience 
to no one, ami the ai.r lUgement would iu itself 
be equitable and just every way, and in the end 
1*e satisfactory to all. 

Under no system of sewers will It be possible 
to reach every man’s door for many years, and 
with whatever system Is adopted must exist a j 
clearly deflned regulation for those who do not 1 
avail themselves of it, ami there Is no necessity I 
for undue h iste. 

A plainly unde* stood system of sewerage in 
harmony with wlmt is equitable and just, would ! 
increase the r emlency to make homes in Newton, j 
and hasten the growth, it would often Increase I 
the tax valuation of land and make it more sale- 
able, while iu my judgment the adopted ordinance 
would tqierate the other way in all directions, 
and before Unnl adjustment I hope my plan 
will be carefully and seriously considered.

Tiie Eliot 
station on tiie Boston A Albany has 
every convenience possible in a station of 
its size, and the passenger traffic’ there 
from Upper Falls is daily Increasing and 
all because the N. Y. A S'. E. depot, while 
more conveniently located is not cleanly or 
pleasant.

A Suggestion to People Who Drive Out. 

To the Editor of the Newtou Graphic: 

Let me suggest to those who drive out 
these summer days how they can vary 
the drive on some occasion and get a 
veritable surprise. Not many who read 
this have ever entered the Hospital 
buildings, or have eveu been on tlie 
grounds. I do not suggest getting out 
of the carriage to inspect the wards and 
private rooms. That can ho done some 
other time, on visiting davs, but simply 
drive over the grounds. 

You go up Washington street, through 
West Newton, past tho Woodland Park 
Hotel, over the bridge that crosses the 
Circuit R. R., aud there on tlie left you 
will see a mean little sign hoard (soon 
to he replaced by something better). 
Take the now road just opened aud drive 
as far as you can go. The stopping 
place is the Small Pox Ward. Domt he 
frightened. There is no one in it. You 
ceu see what comfortable quatters you 
would have iu case that miserable 
disease ever attacks you. Now turu 
around and drive slowly by the long low’ 
building. It is a double Contagious 
Ward, Better uot go iu now, for a little 
chap in one side has measles, and two or 
three bigger people in the other side are 
sutTereis from diphtheria. In case of an 
epidemic of contagion you see how well 
we are provided. 

Now coming further this way you seo 
the Morgue, a sad and suggestive addi- 
tion to the outfit, for not all recover. 
And now you are in front of the main 
building and its wings. Iu the left is 
the Meu’s Ward. The Women’s Ward 
is hidden by the new Ward for Private 
Patients. You caunot see it uutil you 
drive further around. As you drive 
arouud the coruer you see both it aud 
the Laundry, This group of buildings 
gives the impression almost of a village. 
You will bo surprised at the number and 
size of the buildings. But there are still 
more needed. Somo day, perhaps, we 
shall have up there on the hill a Con 
valescent Cottage, and a little below it 
two other buildings. 

Perhaps? Yes, we must uot he in too 
great a hurry, for you see we have not 
paid for that Private Ward yet. Every- 
thing else is paid for, hut that unhappy 
controversy which began last fall dragged 
its weary length nil through the w iuter, 
and money that was coining stopped 
cjmiug, and left us iu debt. It is a 
new experience for tlie Hospital uot to 
have enough for its daily ucei^, hut tlie 
gonerous people of Newton will surely 
help it out of its difficulties. 

If there was uo hotter reasons for help- 
ing there is oue that npi o ils to our local 
pride. It is this: the Hospital has 
already mado such a good uauie for 
itself that it would he discreditable to 
Nowtou to let it drop. We do not ex- 
pect to seo it drop, hut on the contrary 
those who live long enough will see not 
only the Convalescent Cottage, the 
N arses’ Home uud a Homo for Incurables 
hut will tiud the whole institution most 
nobly endowed.

“You are living epistles, to he read of all, 
testifying daily to the practical value of the 
he®t training the schools can give. 

"You know the school, which In a few 
moments you shall call alma mater, has 
been forward In it® claim and fearles- in 
carrying it out, that a woman should he 
educated in all lines which lead into her 
probable daily life. If you cannot do bet- 
ter for your years here, everything into 
which the providence of God mav lean vou, 
vour parent- nffiy well question whether 
the time and expense have been wisely 
given. 

“You shoudl be able to wash dishes aud 
1 sweep a carpet, to keep a school or a store, 
to make a garment or a home better than 
your si®ters who have not had your train- 
ing. You should be able to do everything 
with a readier adaptation, a finer grace and 
a wiser economy. 

“Class of '91, the seminary sends you 
forth to represent her. You hear her name. 
You must protect her honor. With this re- 
sponsibility we give you our full confi- 
dence, and thanking you for the pleasure 
your school-days have given u®, we pray 
God’s blessing upon you, each and all.’'

A LONG MSCl'MION OVKH A STllKRT 
RAILWAY. 


The board of aldermen met Monday 
ovoning with all the members* present 
and Mayor Hibbard in the chair. The 
minutes of the lust meeting wero rend 
and approved. 

Morris Murphy, rccoutly convicted of 
assr.ult and battery, had his appointment 
as special policeman without pay re- 
voked. 

J. A. King was appointed hoseman of 
hose 2. 

City Solicitor Slocum rendered his 
opinion on tho petition of T. M. Clarke 
for gates on street crossing opposite 
Brookside avenue. He stated that under 
the law, if gates or n tligman were need- 
ed for tho better security and protection 
of the public, tho board of aldermen 
might iu writing request the Boston A 
Albany H. K. Co. to furnish them, and if 
tho company refused tho board could ap- 
ply to the county commissioners, and 
aftor a hearing they could order gates or 
n flagman, or both, and tho railroad 
would have to comply. 

Alderman liarbach moved that the 
city solicitor bo requested to draw up au 
order requesting a flagman to be 
stationed at this crossing, and tho motion 
passed. 

City Solicitor Slocum also reported 
that the highway committee could give a 
license for a temporary building on city 
land, but they could not lease land for a 
permanent building. 

Names were reported of those free 
from jury duty. 

Chas.C. Harrington’s claim for injuries 
to his daughter for fall ou an icy side- 
walk, by which her spine was injured, 
was referred to tho claims committee. 

D.S. Farnham sent iu a communication 
in regard to drain on his laud ou Lake 
avenue, aud gave notice that he wished 
it removed without delay ; referred to the 
highway committee. Pagers from the 
common council were disposed of in 
concurrence. The order for transfer of 
Are apparatus was defeated. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

N. C. Whitaker gave notice of inten- 
tion to build house 45x45 feet ou Hunue- 
well avenue; U. M. Gregg, house 27x45 
on California street; Henry Brock, house 
24x20 ou Boylston street; N. T. Allen, 
house 25x30 ou Webster street; F. F. 
Kenna, house 29x30 on River street; 
James Sheridan, house 18x20 on Chapel 
street. 

Milo Lucas was granted license to 
build addition 20x20 ou Pomrov Home, 
Hovey street, aud M. W. Kevell to build 
•blacksmith shop, on Watertown street. 

Chas. A. Raymond of Watertown was 
granted license as au undertaker. 

The Quiuobequin Association were 
granted a permit to move building from 
Newtou Ceutre to Upper Falls. . 

Residents of Lincoln street petitioned ; 
for couorete walk and also a crosswalk. 

Carl Muller was granted license for his 
band of six instruments to play on the i 
public streets. 

Residents of Temple street remonstrat- j 
ed against granting any licenses to the I 
telephone company or others to erect | 
poles on that street, and also asked that j 
the poles already there be removed. 

Alderman Hyde reported iu favor of 
granting licenses to the telephone com- I 
puny to erect poles ou Waltham, Otis, 
Loweli and Beacon strefts, and against ! 
granting license on Winthrop, Temple 1 
and Prince streets. 

Alderman Harbach said he hoped the 
license would not be granted. The 
water board had applied for a telephone, 
at the same rates as those already fur- 
nished to the city aud had been ret used, 
and he should vote against granting any 
licenses except |on streets where the 
city needed poles for their fit e alarm tele- 
graph wires. 

Alderman Hyde said the city wished to 
run wires on Otis street from Walnut to 
Murray, aud he presented an order that 
the company be licensed to erect poles 
only on this street, which was passed. 

Alderman Luke presented au order 
that the poles now on Temple street be ; 
removed. 

Chief Bixby said those poles belonged 
to the Newton Gas Company. 

Alderman Luke said that the gas com- 
pany had been given a blanket mortgage 
to run poles and wires on any and every ! 
street of the city, by a former city gov- 
ernment. He thought there should be 
some way to regulate them, but he moved 
to table this order for the present, which 
was done. 

Geo. L. Pearson and Johnson & Keyes 
were granted express wagon licenses. 

Chas. Robinson aud Chas. 1. Travlli 
asked for concrete walk ou Chestnut 
street, south of its juuction with High- 
land street, aud the latter asked for two 
street lamps on Valentine street. 

L. A Kimberly aud six others asked 
for concrete walks on Wiutbrop street. 

Alderman liarbach presented au order ; 
authorizing the mayor to execute a deed i 
for the exchange of 18,000 feet of laud on i 
Wuhan Hill aud explained that it was 
same ordei passed last year, but the city ; 
solicitor thought that it should be also 
passed this ) ear. The order was passed. j 

Alderman Fenno presented an order 
authorizing the highway committee to j 
expend the appropriation of $2250, not j 
assigned to auy special work, for the 
construction of drains aud culverts. 

Alderman liarbach objected to the or- 
der aud said when the committee had a 
job to do they could present an order nam- 
ing amount they wanted; that was the 
practice hitherto. The order was killed. 

Alderman Hyde presented the usual 
order for tho ringing of hells, aud dis- 
playing of flags ou the Fourth of July : 
passed. 

On motion of Aldermau Sheppard, L>. | 
S. Farnham was given leave to withdraw 
on his petition for damages for useof his ; 
laud for the emptying point of city 
drains. 

NEW TL’IiN our. 

Alderman Feuuo presented the peti- ! 
tiou of the Newtou Street Railway, for 
a license to construct a turn out ou 
River street, east of Pme street, and also 
to take up either the turn out ou River 
street or the one on Parsous street. He 
said that this was fouud to he necessary 
to enable the ears to make close coonec- j 
lions at the turn outs aud make li f teen 1 
minute time. 

An order was passed uppoiutiug Mon- 
day evening, J uuu 29th, for a hearing 
on the petition. 

iCEl* AIKS ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Alderman Hyde presented au order 
appropriating $5000, to be charged to this 
year’s taxes, aud added to the appropri- 
ation for public property. He stated 
that it wa» impossible to put the public 
buildings iu proper repair with the pres- 
ent appropriation, which was already 
ball gone, Kvcu with the sum asked for 
only absolutely necessary work can be 
done. 


Alderman Sheppard seconded the or- 
der, and said a great deal needed to be 
done on the school buildings, the one at 
Lower Falls callng for at least $1500. 

Alderman Fenno said that two years 
ago Alderman Chadwick had said that 
$12,000 was the least sum on which the 
buildings could be cared for, and yet last 
year only $10,00*1 bad been appropriated, 
although wo bad added several school 
i houses and Arc department buildings, 
j The order was passed 

On motion of Alderman Luke an order 
was passed, appropriating $500 for addi- 
tional clerical work in the city treasurer’s 
department. 

An older was passed adding $11.40 to 
the $140 appropriated for memorial day 
expenses. 

On motion of Alderman Luke the city 
treasurer was authorized to issue 50 otio 
thousand dollar water bonds, and 100 one 
thousand dollar sewerage bonds, to run 
till 1011. 

$130,300 was appropriated for city ex- 
penses during the months of July, 

[ August and September. 

Alderman Coffin, chairman of commit- 
tee on bath houses, reported that the 
hath house on Bullouglf s pond would be 
j open tho 17th. 

SEWER AMENDMENTS. 

Alderman Sheppard presented the 
sower ordinance amended in many par- 
ticulars, aud it was referred to the ordi- 
nance committee. Tho amended ordi- 
nance will be fouud on page 7. 

On motion of Aldermau Fenno the 
board then went into executive session. 
The report of tho street railway hearing 
will bo fouud iu another column. 


WALNUT STREET RAILWAY. 


COUNSEL FOR BOSTON & ALBANY ASKED 
SOME TOINTED QUESTIONS. 


The bearing on the petition for street 
railway location on Walnut street, be- 
tween Newtonville and Newtou Ceutre, 
called out a largo number of prominent 
citizens, and all but one were heartily in 
favor of the road. The general senti- 
meut seemed to be iu favor of granting 
a location to any company that would 
agree to build at once, as the road has 
become a public necessity. 

President Morse appeared for the 
Newton Central Street Railway Com- 
pauy, aud said he wanted the road, but 
his compauy did not want the location 
unless they had a grade dossing, as they 
wished to run cars direct to Newton and 
West Newton. The Garden City Com- 
pany, he understood, did not want the 
crossing. They might have the perfect 
storage battery system, aud he hoped 
they had, although he doubted whether 
the perfect system had yet been per- 
fected. The Central Street Railway was 
practically the Newtou Street Railway, 
the latter road owning 2-3 rds, of the 
stock, aud he was willing to say frankly 
that the new company was formed be- 
cause the old company’s charter prevent- 
ed its securing a crossing from the board 
of aldermen. He also described at some 
length the beauty of having a street rail- 
way on the side of the street, as was 
done iu Macou, Ga., in which road he 
was interested. As for storage batteries, 
Mr. Mitchell’s road intended to put in a 
ground wire, so that wueu the storage 
battery system proved a failure they 
would be allready to use the trolley 
system without digging up the streets. 
He also spoke of the sharpness of some 
oce, iu tucking iuto the charter of the 
old company a provision that the road 
should uot cross the B. & A. at grade, 
probably some person specially interest- 
ed. He did not believe in postpjniug 
the matter till the grades were separated, 
as that would put it otf a great many 
years. He could have built the road in 
three months, but had been informed 
that lie had better wait until after the 
street had been sewered. 

Mr. A. R. Mitchell spoke for the 
Garden City Company, aud said the 
ground wire was only a precaution, but 
they had every confidence in the storage 
battery system. He hoped no road 
would be granted a location on the side, 
as that would be preposterous. Proba- 
bly bis road could make some arrange- 
ments about a transfer. 

Mr. Morse said it would cost about 
one half to build a road on the side, to 
wliat it would in the centre. He owned 
the old Harris estate, with a long front- 
age and be should ask to have the road 
ou the side iu front of that, and lie in- 
tended whou he got rich enough to build 
a residence tbeie. He also regarded 
iron or steel posts as a failure and should 
refuse to put up any more. They caused 
constant leakage, and were more danger- 
ous than wooden poles. 

Mr. Mitchell said the house Mr. Morse 
would build would be some 250 feet back 
from the street, so that a railroad on the 
side would not be bad for him. 

Mr. Samuel Hoar appeared as counsel 
for tho Boston & Albany, to remonstrate 
against any grade crossing being gruuted. 
It would be a great danger to the 
travelling public and to the people of 
Newtou. He was not surprised at the 
confession of Mr. Morse that his new 
company was only gotten up to evade the 
law, as such a thing might be expected 
of a man who boasted of owning the 
“Old Harry’s place” and was going to 
make his home there. (Laughter). He 
called attention to the accident at Brock- 
ton and the one in Cambridge, from 
electric cars at grade crossings. A street 
railway grade crossing should be pro- 
hibited on a four track road, aud as a 
director ho should vote to separate the 
grades at the very next meeting, 
it the grade ciossing was granted. Ho 
hoped to see the day when some satisfac- 
tory solution of the grade crossing pro- 
blem would be found, and the grades 
could be separated, but until then street 
railways should bo prohibited from 
crossing. The cross tads at the crossing 
would be a constant danger. And be 
dwelt at some length at the terrible 
danger to the public. The Boston A 
Albany only sought to protect its tracks 
against foieigu invaders. In response to 
a quustiou he said that the road would 
never consent to sink their tracks as 
proposed by Newton’s city engineer. 

Tho Mayor asked if the road did not 
profess to be auxious to avoid disaster, 
and to take proper precautions. Mr. 
Hoar said it did, and after Mrs. Kstey’s 
death he had stationed men to count and 
1020 people had dodged under the gates 
at that crossing. 

Mayor Hibbard asked if he called those 
poles gates, and if be thought they 
furnished adequate protection? 

Mr. Hoar said, yes they are gates. 

Mayor Hibbard, it does uot take much 
effort to smash through them. 

Mr. Morse said he was reminded of the 
saying that sinners only differ in degree, 
by Mr. Hoar’s arguments, and lie thought 
the aldermeu were the only proper tribu- 


nal to decide about tho crossing. It was 
easy to get a legislature to pass such 
laws as the railroad desires, but with 
such a body as the Newton aldermen it 
was a different matter. The last, board 
had been afraid to either reject tho peti- 
tion or grant it, and so had done nothing 
although! it was their legal duty to take 
some action. 

Mayor Hibbard suggested that last 
year’s board had only followed the action 
of the Newton stroet railway on River 
street (laughter.) 

Ex-Governor Clatlin spoke at some 
length in favor of a street railway, and 
he rather favoured tho storage battery 
system, but in Newton wo only want ono 
road and not opposing roads. The road 
was a public necessity. It pleased him 
to hear tho counsel of the Boston & 
Albany talk about the danger of grade 
crossings. He supposed tho company’s 
conviction on this matter was growing, 
but it had not shown any effects a» yet. 
He would like to ask Mr. Hoar if lie 
thought one man sufficient for the Wal- 
nut street crossing. The case of Mrs. 
Kstcy was a rough case of slaughter, and 
it was only by the good luck of the 

K eople that more fatalities did not 
appen. Tho worst crossing in the city, 
and the railroad company keep one man 
of about seventy, to protect it. Three 
trains and sometimes four pass the 
crossing at once. Two tracks aro all 
Newtou noeds, and the other two aro for 
the berefit of tho Boston & Albany. He 
would call Mr. Hoar’s attention to two 
other dangerous crossings between Ncw- 
tonvillo and West Newton, which do uot 
liavo even a flagman, Newtonville ought 
to have a tunnel, under the tracks. 

Alderman Sheppard asked Mr. Morse 
if the oompanv sustained him iu saying 
the road would not be built if a grade 
crossing was refused. 

Mr. Morse said it did; the B. & A. 
would not separate the grades at this 
point, in spito of Mr. Hoar’s throat, and 
the property in the square would bo 
ruined if separation was had in any 
other manner than by sinking the tracks. 

Mr. Frank Edmauds of Newtou Centre 
said be did- not care which company got 
the location, so long as a road was built. 
Even if uo crossing was given, it would 
be better than now, when wo have to 
go some nine miles to get a distance of 
two; and double fares would bo much 
cheaper than the fare by the Boston A 
Albany. 

Mr. Huestis spoke of the serious in- 
tention of tho storage battery company 
to give Newton a good road. 

Mr. W. B. Young spoke of the general 
desiro of people on Homer street, and 
along the line for the road; more than 
two-thirds of the property owners and 
abuttors desire it, aud some 100 acres of 
4aod would be opeued up. 

Mr. Henry Ross spoke of the necessity 
for a street railway for those desiring to 
visit tho cemetery, but lie hoped it would 
not be built ou the side of the street. 

Mr. Young thought the road should be 
ou the side of any street which was less 
than 50 feet wide. 

Mr. Hunt of Newtonville said he had 
been waiting nearly three years for the 
road, and lie would like it at once. In 
Rochester, N. Y., all the roads are on 
the side, and real estate men say that 
houses next the railway rent for 20 to 25 
per cent, more than those on the other 
side of the street. 

Mr. Nelson Brown spoke against any 
road on Walnut street, and hoped if one 
was to come there it would be the stor- 
age battery road. 

Mr. Samuel Ward spoke for the road, 
aud said it was a necessity for high 
school pupils, whom the trains did not 
accommodate, 

Mr. Pattee of Newton Ceutre also 
favored the road as a necessity, especial- 
ly for the girls in the High school. 

Ex-Alderman Grant said that personal- 
ly ho was opposed to the road, but lie 
recognized the fact that it was a public 
necessity, aud lie hoped the best thing 
possible would be given, which ho 
thought was the storage battery system. 
He hoped it would be in the centre of 
the street. 

Mayor Hibbard asked what he thought 
of the grade crossing. 

Mr. Graut replied that the people 
crossing the tracks took all the risks now 
that they would encounter if they were 
iu a car. 

Supt. Henderson spoke of tho Fitch- 
burg crossing in Waltham, aud showed 
how the care used by the conductors 
would really add to the safety of the 
crossiug, after which the hearing closed.

In Defence of the Tariff. 

It iB painful to find the McKinley tariff 
assailed by Borao of its original sup- 
porters as not answering the ends it bad 
in view. Those ends wore to raise the 
prices of goods generally in tho country. 
Tho singlo froo trade feature about it, in 
the case of sugar, was devised in order 
that there might bo room for a greater 
incroaso in the prices of goods generally. 
We feel it a duty, therefore, to certify 
that protection does protect in this in- 
stance. It protects a very few at the 
sacrifice of a groat many, it is true; but 
there is still that protection which it was 
agreed by such advocates of this kind of 

S rotection as President Harrison and 
aj. McKinley must raise the price of 
the goods protected. If there shall 
seem to be an exception to this, it must 
provo but temporary, and owing to tho 
great depression of business which 
seems to have been coincident with tho 
operation of the tariff. It is not fair to 
charge upon the tariff itself that it is not 
to be relied upon to do its promised 
work of raising prices. There will be 
no cheap man in a cheap coat under it, 
to use the language of President Harri- 
son, when it gets into operation, be- 
cause, as President Harrison pithily in- 
timated, here the McKinley tariff may be 
relied upon to prevent n cheap coat and 
mauy other cheap things being attain- 
able. 

Increased Imports. 

Consul General Mason at Frankfort, 
Germany, reports increased exportations 
to this country from all but two con- 
sulates in Germany. The exceptions are 
at Dusscldorf and Kiel, respectively, 
where the decrease is duo to a falling off 
in the exports of steel, caused by the 
fact that since the miners’ strikes in 
3888 the high price of coal in Western 
Germany has raised tho cost of steel 
manufacture to a point at which the 
German manufacturers find it difficult to 
hold their footing in the American 
market. 

So eyen the falling off in steel is not 
attributable to the blessed McKinley 
law. From 13 consulates in his district 
tho exports to the United States wero 
(33,454 greater in the three months fol- 
lowing tho enactment of the McKinley 
law than during the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year, although 
“the shipments of the December quarter 
in 1889 had been exceptionally heavy and 
had been followed by the large specula- 
tive exports which preceded the adop- 
tion and enforcement of the new sched- 
ule.” *Mr. Mason adds: 

Elsewhere in Europe tho same results 
has been realized, even in a more marked 
degree. Even in Australia, where wide- 
spread ruin wns foretold as the result of 
American tariff legislation, the returns 
for the quarter just past shows a net in- 
crease of $1,084,898.97 over the exports 
to the United States during the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1889. Berlin shows 
an increase for the same period of $204,- 
160.70; Lyons, $452,418.21; Bafsle, $393,- 
711.70; and so on the decrease in one 
consular district, whenever such decrease 
occurs, being thus far uniformly more 
than overwhelmed by tho increased ex- 
ports from an adjoining one. 


The Destructive Tariff. 

We now have the testimony of a staff 
correspondent of the leading high tariff 
paper in the country to the destructive 
effects of one item in the McKinley law. 

“I. N. F.,” Ford we believe is his 
name, who last year wrote an interest- 
ing series of letters from South America, 
begins a letter to the New York Tribune 
from San Luis lVtosi, Mexico, February 
27, published May 8, as follows: “The 
C'ompauia Metalurgica Mexicaua, which 
is another name for tho Kansas City 
Consolidated Smelting and- Refining 
Works, is establishing here a complete 
modern plant for the reduction of ores 
of all grades.” Here we get through a 
high tariff paper a glimpse of a large 
American industrial concern which has 
been driven to a foreign country by the 
McKinley bill. Mr. Ford is frank enough 
to state the facts fully and relieve us 
from the necessity of drawing inferences 
or dragging caudles of truth out from 
uuder bushels of words. Ho says: 
“This is one of four smelters brought 
into operation by recent tariff decisions 
aud legislation in tho United .States.” 
This, then, is one of the effects of tho 
now tariff for which a sub-committee of 
tho Senate fiuance committee is si aro i- 
iug. We commend to tho Senators this 
whole letter published iu tho chief orgau 
of McKiuleyism. “At Monterey” ho 
continues, “tho Nueva Leon Smeltiug 
Refining and Manufacturing Works aro 
already iu operation, having been rapidly 
constructed since the exclusion of low 
grade ores from the United States.” 

Much of what Mr. Ford writes is so 
important that we will not try to abridge 
it. Republicans may discredit the testi. 
mouy of Democrats and tariff reformers, 
uud even of business men, but they cuu 
not discredit this testimony from a mem- 
ber of the Tribune’s staff uud published 
iu the Tribune: 

The operation of tho lead ruling and 
tho now tariff may have been beneficial 
to certain industrial interests iu the 
United States. That is a question which 
cannot be intelligently discussed from 
tho latitude of Mexico. What is very 
plain here is that legislation bus operated 
to restore oue of the Mexican industries 
which had boon supplanted by American 
competition. Before railways were built 
aud connections made with the United 
States smeltiug centres Mexican ores 
were largely reduced iu a crude uud 
primitive way at the hucieudas. Within 
a few years this domestic industry has 
been virtually abandoned since tho 
Omaha. Kausus City and other Western 
smelters have been purchasing ore on u 
large scale iu Mexico. Now the Mexican 
furnaces are expected to take all the ores 
of the oouutry aud to reduce them more 
economically than the American smelters. 
The old iuuustry of the hacieudas is to 
be brought back iu consequence of the 


exclusion of oroR containing iron and 
lead from the United States. It is re- 
stored, moreover, to a large extent by 
tho employment of American capital in 
the Mexican smelters. In the effort to 
shut, out a certain class of low grade 
fluxing ores, the United Statcshas driven 
it* own smelters into Mexico to build up 
a national industry, by which all classes 
of ores will be reduced there. 

ASPECTS OF ( IIRISITAN TRUTH. 

PRESIDENT WARREN’S PARABI.K AND AD- 
VICE TO I.ARELL GRADUATES. 


Rev. Dr. William F. Warren, president 
of the Boston University, delivered tbo 
baccalaurato sermon to the graduating 
class of Lasell Seminary in tbo Congre- 
gational church. Auburndale. Sunday 
morning. Tlio preliminary services con- 
sisted of the invocation by Rev. Dr. Cut- 
ler, scripture readings by Rev. Dr. l’cl- 
oubet, prayer by Rev. T. W. Bishop, and 
singing by tho Amphion male quartet 
and a chorus choir. 

President Warren took his text from I. 
Timothy, 1., 15: “Faithful is the saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into tbo world to save sin- 
ners.” 

Tliero was once a largo Bible class, 
said Rev. Dr. Warren, and its leader 
was no ordinary man. During tbo pro- 
gress of the studies of that Bible class 
this text was considered. It contained 
truth enough for weeks of study; it con- 
tained the kernel and essence of the 
gospel in the assertion that men were 
sinners and that Christ came to save 
them. In order to approach a full un- 
derstanding of the words which Paul 
spake in his first epistle to Timothy, the 
leader of tho Bible class selected flvo of 
its members, who wero requested to 
write papers, giving their respective 
views of what was needed in order to 
save sinful men and how Christ met that 
necessity. 

The first paper was presented by a 
journalist, aud iu answer to the questions 
he stated that the great need of mankind 
when Jesus Christ was sent, as a teacher 
and savior was religious light. Christ 
came into the world for that end, as he 
himself said, “to bear wituess unto the 
truth.” 

The second paper was presented by a 
schoolmaster, who said that in tho pur- 
suit of his profession it was his duty to 
form and transform character. It was 
that, he said, that Christ had to do in 
order to save the human race. Christ, 
he added, came to show us tlio beautiful 
luster of holiness, and to give us a living 
exemplification of a sinless life. It was 
light that was needed, and to give that 
light the living, inspiring power of a 
pine, true character was essential. 

QThe third paper was presented by au 
ex-Governor. He commenced with the 
interrogatory: “What is meaut by sin 
aud saving sinners?” Sin, ho said, was 
a disobedience of law, and tho penalty 
must bo a just punishmsnt. To free|tbo 
transgressor without punishment, lie 
added, would be to invite further trans- 
gression, and to make no distinction be- 
tween good and evil. This idea is exem- 
plified in Christ’s saving work. Iu 
order to save sinful men, he saw tlio 
necessity of some effective substitute for 
their dire punishment as transgressors 
of God’s law, and iu coming into the 
world to save sinners, Christ furnished 
that needed substitute. 

The next paper was presented by a 
judge. lie agreed with tho ex-Governor 
that a substitute fulfilment of the law 
was needed for human salvation, aud 
that it was by such substitute obedience 
that Jesus Christ saves sinners. Ho 
could not feel, however, that the ex- 
Governor had placed this substitute up- 
on the true ground. To him it was a 
mere administrative expedient. It was 
more, said the judge. The satisfaction 
rendered by Christ was not merely satis- 
faction rendered to public sentiment ; it 
.was a satisfaction to the one absolute 
and etornally holy. “The thing needed, 
in my opinion,” said the judge in con- 
clusion, “for the saving of sinful men 
was a satisfaction of that perfect justice 
which stood embodied in man’s divine 
judge, and the thing which Christ did 
for humau salvation was precisely in the 
rendering of that satisfaction.” 

The fifth and concluding paper was 
presented by a thoughtful Christian wo- 
man, who said that what was needed for 
humau salvation was life. Sin, she said, 
had separated our race from God, aud 
Christ re-united God to our race, ho 
abolished death and brought life and 
immortality to light. This living Christ 
is ours forever. He made himself so 
when he said: “Because 1 live, ye shall 
live also.” 

The toachor of tho Bible class, in stim- 
ming up the views in tlio papers pre- 
sented, said that all views were right in 
their conclusions. “Christ” he added, 
“is the light, example, surety, life and 
expiation for the world, and you must 
endeavor iu your researches to find tlio 
way into tho more perfect vision of the 
ever fuller and richer truth. 

“Young ladies of the graduating class,” 
Baid Rev. Dr. Warren iu conclusion, “my 
chapter from the history of a Bible class 
is ended. Some of you already suspect 
tlint it is no history at all, but a signifi- 
cant parable. It is so. The Bible class 
is the great church of Jesus Christ; tho 
wise teacher is the Holy Spirit of which 
Christ said, ’He shall guide you into all 
truth;’ the different essayists are tho 
great church fathers, thoologiaus and 
teachers called to give to their Christian 
brethren the fruits of holy meditation 
upon themes divine; tho diversity of tho 
essayists’ views teach us that iu bringing 
out tho manifold aspects of Christian 
truth all varieties of humau endowment 
of human experience, and even the vari- 
ations iu the spiritual life of men aud 
women, aro utilized by tho Supreme 
Teacher for the building up of his people 
iu truth aud !ovo. 

“The great lesson of tho parable is tho 
lesson of earnestness iu the study of di- 
vino tiuth, charity iu the estimation of 
the viowH and convictions of our brethren, 
aud hope aud love iu view of the infinite 
fuluessand variety of God’s thoughts aud 
ways. Let us treasure his love, who 
gave aud evermore is giving himself for 
us.” 


( lass Day Exercises. 

The Lusell girls held their class “day” 
exercises Monday evouiug. 

Very clever uud interesting they cer- 
taiuly were, and enjoyed by a large gath- 
ering of friends aud relatives of the 
sweet girl graduates. The first part of 
the evening’s program was given iu the 
large hall of the gymnasium, which was 
packed to its fullest extent. The exer- 
cises began promptly at the Lour appoint- 
ed, 7.46. 

Tbe ball was prettily draped and deoo- 
rated. Above tbe platform bung “’91” 


in sweet peas, surrounded by a wreath of 
green; to the left wns tbe framed photo- 
graphs of the class members, while on 
tbe right a tall easel awaited the class 
banner. 

This was brought by the girls In 
solemn procession, and proved to be a 
hand -tonic affair of goldt'ii brown and 
pale blue satin, hearing the class motto, 
“To tliino own solf be true.” 

Tho girls looked very charming in 
black Oxford caps and gowns over white , 
dresses, and cachcArried in her left hand 1 
as they all marched up tho centre aisle, 
a little fan-shaped screen of sweet peas 
with which she hid her face from the 
view of the audience. 

Tho first number of the program, a 
dainty little affair tied with a knot of 
blue aud bronze silk, w f as a piano quar- 
tet, by Kowalski, played bv Misses Sar- 
gcaut, Shellabarger, Thresher and John- 
son. 

Tho class president, Miss Nan S. I’ca- 
body, made the opeuing address, which 
took tbe form of a brief greeting and 
gome clever allusions to tbe work of tbe 
coTirse. 

She thought that tbe military drill had 
trained them so thoroughly iu obedience 
that the command to love, honor and 
obey might bo safely omitted in their 
after lives.

The letter closed with a warm “broth- 
lerly” greeting to his “classmates” from 
tbe learned professor. 

After a pianoforte solo by Miss Nellie 
Johnson, the class history was given by 
Miss Susan C. Richards, a pretty resume 
of tbe more salient and especially of tbe 
more laughable points in tbe history of 
tlie class. 

This, as well as the “Prophecy” by 
Miss Sarah B. Harvey aud tho very clever 
“Class Rhymes” by Miss Nettie F.Wood 
bury, also the “Charge to ’02” by Miss 
Lucy H. Roberts, were greatly appreci- 
ated by those “to the mauner born,” 
who laughed heartily over the bits aud 
jokes at tbe expeuse of those they knew 
so well. 

Other mupbers ou the program were 
some really remarkable guitar music by 
Miss Maude C. Snyder, who is tbe lender 
of the Guitar Club in the college; a 
pianoforte solo (Riff) by Miss Helen II. 
Thresher; a lino recitation, “An Idyl of 
the Period,” by Miss Marie Shellabarger: 
vocal solos by Miss Nan S. Peabody and 
the class song, the words aud music of 
which did credit alike to the musical and 
poetic genius of Miss Luoy E. Sargeant.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Tho appearance of tho counsel of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad to protest 
against granting a location to any New- 
ton Street Railway Company across their 
Lacks at Newtouville was a cool pro- 
ceeding, in coutrast with the weather. 
What are the streets of Newtou for, to 
accommodate the people of Newtou, or 
the express trains of the Boston & Al- 
bany? As Governor Clafliu said, Newtou 
people do not ask for their through ex- 
press and freight trains, or for the two 
extra tracks to accommodate them. Two 
tracks would suffice for the business of 
Newton. 

Mr. Hoar was subjected to a pretty 
sharp cross-questioning. lie said that 
for some secret scheme of their own 
Newton men had endoavored to have the 
grade crossing law amended, thus insin- 
uating that it was not a proper proceed- 
ing. Mayor Hibbard very peremptorily 
brought Mr. Hoar to his senses by de- 
manding what he meant? He had the 
grace to apologize, and say that he meant 
nothing objectionable. Outside lawyers 
who visit our board of aldermen have to 
be on their most respectful behavior, 
under the present mayor, and it is very 
amusing to see how quick they learn the 
lesson. 

Tho shameful lack of protection at the 
Walnut street crossing was brought very 
forcibly to Mr. Hoar’s attention, and it 
is possible that some improvement may 
como of it, even without waiting for the 
slaughter of more Newtou people. It is 
fully as dangerous as the Centre street 
crossing at Newtou, where two men are 
employed constantly.aud where fatalities 
are almost daily averted by this means. 
It is no uncommon occurrence to see a 
train standing at the depot, while a fast 
express thunders by ou each of the 
through tracks. The same thiug occurs 
at Newtouville, where most of those get- 
ting off the traiu have occasion to go to 
the post office or the stores, and with the 
gates down for five and even ten minutes 
at a time, it is no wonder they crawl un- 
der them. There is only one gateman 
who can do nothing but "holler,” no 
matter what the danger may be. 

Tho crossing opposite Brookside 
avenue also receiv'd some attention 
from the witnesses and earlier in the 
evening the City Solicitor had been re- 
quested by the board to make a formal 
demand on the Boston & Albany com- 
pany for a fiagman. It is getting to be a 
popular crossing, and is also a dangerous 
one. The s irae thing ought to he done 
with tho Greenwood avenue crossing, 
and the so-called “gates” ought to be 
furnished, as well as the llagman, in 
order to furnish anything like protection 
for the people. 

Mr. Hoar scorned to have forgotten 
that the company’s plea of its great de- 
sire to do away with the Newton cross- 
ings was the chief reasou it gave iu the 
legislature of ’90, why it should be voted 
so many millions of stock. He seemed 
to think the change of grades was some- 
thing in the dim future, and talked of it 
as a problem whose solution had not yet 
been discovered. He did say, however, 
that the company would never adopt the 
ouly feasible meaus of changing the 
grades, that of sinking the tracks, so 
that they could be bridged. This may 
have been only a threat, to deter Newton 
people from tukiug any immediate ac- 
tion, as any other way of changing the 
grades would inflict great damage ou 
Newtou property, or it may have been a 
notification that the company do not pro- 
pose to do anything iu the matter. The 
bill that would have helped Newtou and 
other cities was defeated iu the last 
legislature, in which corporation influ- 
ence was strong. It certainly looks as 
though now that the road had obtained 
its free gift of Etock, it had lost all in- 
terest in Newtou crossings. 

Nevertheless, it is a pertinent question 
to ask, why iu view of all these thiugs, 
the board of aldermeu should listen to 
the Boston & Albany's remonstrance 
against giving the street railway a grade 
crossing. If the Boston A Albany thinks 
it is dangerous, it could stop all its ex- 
press traius at Newtouville and send the 
conductor ahead to see that the truck 
was clear, just as the street railway com- 
puuy proposes to do. The street railway 
would seem to have just us much right 
on a crossing as any foreign corporation. 


Monday and Tuesday broke all 
previous records for extieme heat, and 
with the mercury at 90 iu the shade the 
vacation season was forcibly brought to 
mind. Nevertheless the shore resorts 
are said to have been even hotter than 
Newtou, and some of them report as 


high ns 100 in the 9 hnde. Tuesday and 
Tuesday night wn 9 the most uncomforta- 
ble portion of tho hot week, and tho oast 
wind that began to blow at 0.80 a. m. 
Wednesday was welcomed as a great 
relief. No one will say anything against 
our east winds now, oven if they bring 
a change of over 30 degrees in a fow 
hours. The lawns in many paits of the 
ci f y are burned brown by tho sun, and 
it will take generous rains to restore 
them. The strawberry crop and sum- 
mer vegetable' have been suffering for 
lack of rain, and Newton farmers felt 
rather blue until the storm of Wednes- 
day aud Thursday. 


Ex-Coni; kksman Gkkknhai.oe spoke 
at a Republican meeting at Water* 
town the other night, and among other 
witty things he said that ho could not 
furnish both sides with arguments and 
braius. Judging from the tlippnnt char- 
acter of most of Mr. Grcenhalge’s 
speeches tho truths of this remark is 
ouly too evideut. His ambition seems 
to bo merely to say smart thiugs, aud to 
leave “arguments and brains” to others. 
Nevertheless he has his uses in a cam- 
paign, for he is always amusing, but he 
should be always accompanied with a 
speaker who has the art of convincing 
his henrers, aud who can look at and dis- 
cus the issues with au appearance of sin- 
cerity. The latter are the kind of speak- 
ers who make votes. 


The Boston Traveller has changed 
hands again aud is to be run more in the 
interest of tcmperauce reform and of 
the public schools. Rev. A. E. Wiuship 
retires aud there are numerous other 
changes which seem to be for the better, 
Traveller readers will miss Mr. Winship's 
bitterly partizan < litorials, but judging 
fiotu the samples already furnished they 
will have instead a sane and sensible 
discussion of public que-tions, nride 
from the reforms specially advocated, 
which will benefit the readers. Tho new 
management starts off well and is heartily 
endorsed by such prominent Newton 
men as Rev. D. L. Furber aud Rev. H. J. 
Fatrick. 


There seems to be no question that a 
street railway between Newtouville and 
Newton Centre is regarded as a public 
necessity, whatever may be the kind 
of electric motive power used. Ouly ouo 
man appeared to oppose the grauting of 
the location, and probably had it not 
been for the extreme heat of the even- 
ing, the crowd in favor of granting the 
location would have been much larger 
as mauy men had promised to be present 
aud to speak in favor of granting the 
location. Some means of transportation 
between the two sides of the city is a 
necessity, as the) fares on the Circuit 
road are practically prohibitory. 

Nevvtcn’s postoffices partake of the 
general growth of Newtou, as is seen by 
the announcement that the business of 
the Newton and Newtouville office** has 
increased enough to call for an addition 
of $100 to the salary of the former and of 
$200 to that of the latter. Postmaster 
Morgan now receives $2,400, aud Post- 
master Turner $2,300. 

The board of aldermeu left to-day at 
noou for Milford, where they are to in- 
spect the storage battery system of pro- 
pelling street cars. A car has been 
placed at their disposal, aud it is said 
that the Aldermen will not take even a 
motormati or conductor, so as to get a 
perfectly unprejudiced opinion. 

Brookline has just sold some four 
per cent, bonds at par, and the Chronicle 
seems to think it is something worth 
crowiug over. If Newtou had to sell 
bonds at par, we should keep very quiet 
about it, but perhaps such a result is 
looked at differently in Brookline.

We soon see 
signs of life, and expect to see a vll' .ge, 
and we arc not mistaken, for soon we come 
to tho settlement of Evergreen. Here we 
see r.mclie Jwlth cuttle grazing in the fields; 
the Magpie, that bird always round around 
distant . etJements, and fine fields of grain. 
We are coming to Troutdnle, ns v/e cm 8( e 
the smoke from the chimneys in the cabins. 
Tho settlement consists of twenty-six log 
cabins, niul Is surrounded by mountains, 
yes, by the Rockies. The genuine Rocky 
mountains! We have been here now al- 
most two w eks, and have hnd only one 
ra’ny day, anil we are seven thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-five feet above the 
level of the sen. My brother and I have 
caught a young owl and intend to make a 
pet of It. We nave all the fishing one could 
ask for, as the creek nnd lake ne. r us are 
full of trout. Mountain c’lnibing is a good 
exercise and we practice it a gre.t deal. 
We wish all our Newton friends were here 
to spend the summer, nnd can nssure all 
that come .that they will have a be-rty 
welcome.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO DRAINS 
AMD SEWERS. 


Hr it iii <ht inn! by I hr City Council of the City 
nf Newton, anfolloit- 
s k« r i o n i. The word "Drain" when used In 
tho ordinance* and oilers shall bo construed tn 
mean a plpo or conduit for the conveyance of 
Mnitn or nnrfaco water, and tho word "Sower,’’ 
when used, shall he construed to moan pipe* or 
condutta, for tho conveyanco <»f Iiouro sewnge 
and ground or Mihroll water only. 

SRct. 2. AH common sewer*. ordered by tho 
City Council to ho ma 'e, shall be built and kept 
in repair under tho direction of tho Joint land- 
ing Committee on Seweis, aud all drain* so 
ordered, shnll ho built and kept In repair, under 
the direction of the Committee on II ghwny*. 

Sect. 3. Tho City Engineer, shall, under tho 
direction of tho Committee on Sower.*, havo tho 
general supervision and Inspection of all com- 
mon sewers, built or owned l»y the City, and of 
all connections of private viewer* built under the 
provisions r.f till* ordinance, lie shall make 
and proparo all needed specifications describing 
anti governing the work of construction and 
Bliall make plans nud profiles or all main drains 
and common sowers, built under the direction of 
the Committee on llUliways and the Committee 
on Sewers, showing their location with reference 
to othor drains and sewers and the street lines, 
and showing the location of all private drains or 
private sowers entering them; which plan* and 
itr<dile» shall be Hied In the office of the City 
Clerk, and after being so filed, shall be deposited 
In the office or tho City Engineer, which shall be 
deemed a part of the office of the Cltj Clerk, for 
the keeping of said plaus. 

He shall keep and whenever requested, report 
to either branch of the City Council, an accurate 
account of the cost and all < thor expenses upon 
each main drain and common sewer; ami ho 
shall annually, In January, submit a report of all 
work performed daring tho year ending on the 
last day of December preceding, and the amount 
of all expendtures from the appropriation for 
sewers ar.d drains. 

Sf.ot. 4 Whenever any street shall ho opened 
for laying or repairing water or gaa pipes, or for 
any other purposos, the work shall Ih> executed 
so a* not to obstruct the course, capacity or con- 
struction of a main drain or common sewer; and 
whenever pipes for that purpose, or any work of 
construction, shall he found to exist in snch loca- 
tion as to Interfere with the main drain or com- 
mon sewer, the corporation, company or person 
having charge of, or maintaining the Batne, shall, 
on notice, at once remove, change or alter such 
pi| c, in such manner as the City Engineer shall 
direct, and if they neglect or refuse so to do, said 
City Engineer may make or cause to he made 
such removal, change or alterations, and the cost 
of the same shall be paid by tbe said corpora- 
tion, company or person. 

8kct. ft. The whole cf the average estimated 
cost of that portion of the system of sewers and 
subsoil drains In which the sewer pipes used 
shall he of a diameter of 15 inches or less, shall 
he assessed and eo’lccted according to law, pro- 
vided that no estate shall be assessed as herein- 
after provided more than once, nor until it can 
be drained into the sewe’. If the cost of such 
sewers and subsoil drains exceed the estimated 
average cost, such excess of cost shall lie t orne 
by the city. Assessments to cover the estimated 
cost of the above named jiortiou of the system of 
sewers and subsoil drains shall be made as fol- 
lows: The owner of each estate abutting upon a 
sewer shall pay an entrance fee of twenty dollars 
for each connection from said estate to said 
sower. Assessments shall also be made accord- 
ing to the relative frontage and according to the 
area of the estates within 180 feet of the street 
in which the common sewer has been e instruct 
ed. The assessment shall bo twenty-live cents 
per front foot ami five mills pet square foot, 
It having been found by careful estimate that 
the amount of these assessments with the en

and subsoil drains. The City Engineer shall 
prepare and submit to the City Council plans of 
the estates to be assessed, showing the owner’s 
names, frontages, and area*, together with a 
schedule showing the assessments on the estates 
abutting and benefited. The amount assessed 
against each estate and certified by the City 
Council shall be entered upon the plan pre- 
pared for assessment and shall form a lieu 
against the estate until the same is paid. 

Ski t. 8. All applications for the construction 
of private sewers and their entrance with com- 
mon sewers, and for permission to enter the 
same, shall ho in Bueh form as the Committee ou 
Sewers shall prescribe, and Hied with tho City 
" tinecr. All such private sewers within street 

it* and llielr entrances into common sewers 

shall be constructed, maintained and kept in 
repair by the City Engineer, or by properly 
authorized persons actiug under ’its supervision 
and inspection and under the direction of the 
Committee on Sewers; aud shall be the property 
of the City, and the cost thereof assessed iq on a 
fixed basis shall be paid by the owners of the 
estates connected before the same arc u ed or 
house connections made therewith. 

The cost of all repairs made thereon shall be 
paid by the owners of the estates connected. 

Sect. J. No person other thau the City 
Engineer or properly authorized persons, anting 
under his supeivlsion and inspection, shall con- 
struct any private sewer within strett limits, or 
connect the same with any common lower, or dig 
up any street for such purpose; any person 
violating this section, shall foifeit aud pay a 
penalty of not more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. 

Sect. 8. AH applications for entering private 
drains into main drains, shall he in such form as 
the Committee on Highways shall prescribe, and 
tiled with the Superintendent of streets. No 
person shall enter a private drain Into any main 
drain without a permit from the said Committee 
on Highways, nor without first paying such 
sum as the Mayor and Aldermen shull determine 
for the privilege. 

Sect. 9. Whenever any private drain or 
private sewer connecting with any main drain or 
cointnou sewer shall become clogged, obstructed, 
broken, out of order, or detrimental to the use of 
said main drain or common sewer, or unUt for 
the purpose of drainage, the owner, or other 
perron having charge under him of any building, 
yard, lot of land or other premises which aie 
drained by said privute drain or private sewer, 
shall, when directed by the Mayor aud Aldermen, 
within live days after uotice In writing from sain 
Mayor and Aldermen remove, reconstruct, alter, 
cleanse or repair said private drain wr private 
sewer, as the conditions thereof may require.

HOUSE OWNERS SHOULD MAKE APPLICA- 
TIONS AT ONCE. 


The tewer committee have derided to put 
two gangs of men at work on the streets in 
which sewers have been laid, to restore the 
streets to good condition and also to make 
connections with houses, whereever 
desired. The city will do the work at 
cost, under proper inspection, and then 
when the sewers are opened In December, 
only the plumber’s services will he required, 
to enable householders to use the sewer. 

Applications should he made at once to 
the Water Registrar, if you wish to take 
advantage of this offer. The city will lay 
Uie hou-e sewer to the cellar wall at cost. 
The Water Registrar will send a surveyor, 
who will estimate the cost, and a deposit 
will then lie required. Delay will not 
avail, as those who do not enter tlie sewer 
at once, will be ordered to do so by tlie 
board of health, and it is much better to 
have all this work done at once, so that the 
streets will not have to be torn up a second 
time. 

A beginning Is made thus early, as if the 
work was not done until the sewer was 
opened, the applications would be so 
numerous that they could not be attended 
to without hiring a great number of in- 
spectors, as all work must be done under a 
duly authorized inspector. 

If cellar drainage is desired then applica- 
tions can be made for this at the same 
time. 

After a street has once been finished it 
will not be reopened again this year for 
tardy applicants, so the petitions should be 
sent in at once, as it will be first come, 
first served. An advertisement in anotiier 
column gives fuller detail.-.

1 DETAILS OF THE CLOSING EXERCISES 
THE CLASS OF ’01. 


The Common Council. 

In the Common Council the order ap- 
propriating 8500 additional for the public 
property committee was inquired into 
by Councilman Moulton who wished au 
explanation of the need for extra money. 

Mr. Roffe in answer said the buildings 
were badly out of repair and the neglect 
in former years from a lick of sufficient 
funds made action now imperative. It 
would take fully 82,000 to repair the 
Lower Falls school house alone, while 
other buildings needed large expendi- 
tures. 

Mr. Moulton hoped the appropriation 
would be sufficient to provide proper 
heating at the Hyde sell »ol which was 
closed all the severer part of the past 
winter on account of being insufficiently 
heated. 

Mr. Ruffe agreed that the Hyde school 
was suffering for attention, but did not 
see how 83,000 was to cover all repairs 
desired. 

Mr. Dutch asked if the appropriation 
called for would be sufficient to liuisb 
the alterations now pending at the 
Fierce school, aud was answered in the 
negative. 

The order was adopted in concurrence. 

On the additional appropriation of 
811.49 for expenses last Memorial Day, 
Mr. Dutch said when the bill came to the 
committee for approval, it was thrown 
out because of au understanding that a 
commission was paid the stable keeper 
who supplied the carriages, aud car- 
riages hired outside, and the committee 
thought this a sufficient reason for dis- 
carding the bill. 

Mr. Moulton said he was a committee 
of oue at the time to procure the car- 
riages. He knew nothing of the trades 
in previous years but he did this year, 
and it seemed proper for the party tak- 
iug the contract to have a commission 
on outside carriages. No one stable 
keeper in the city can furnish all the 
carriages to transport the city govern- 
ment Memorial Day, and wbeu Ur. .Spear 
who took the contract, was asked what 
hu would have to pay to get first-class 
carriages, be said 88 aud would not do 
it unless lie received 89. Siuce Mr. 
Spear got ihc contract other stable 
keepers had evidently been saying they 
would have furnished all for He 
thought the committee was placed in a 
bad light by this attack. 

Mr. Dutch replied that he did not 
know whom he was hitting when he 
brought up the question aud was sorry if 
he had injured the gentleman’s feelings. 
He did not believe in paying out so much 
money (81 40) for the city government to 
tide around the city and carry a bouquet 
aud should hereafter vote against such 
expenditures. 

The order passed. 

The list of jurors was tabled until the 
nex'. meeting aud no action was taken 
on the order from the alderman refusing 
to change Chemical A to the tru;k 
house. 

On the order on repairing sidewalks 
on Washington street, Mr. Dutch thought 
it very strange no attention had been 
paid by the committee to his request to 
repair the crosswalk near his store. It 
war. the worst crosswalk iu West Newton 
and a petition put iu by him had received 
no attention. 

Mr. Hich miaou asked when he put iu 
such a petition. 

Mr. Dutch said he had not put oue iu 1 
lor that walk. 

Mr. it life presented a petition that 
Uuiou street, Wuid 0, he exteuded iu a 
straight line to Station street, which 
was referred to the highway committee. 

All other business was iu concurrence 
and the lower branch adjourned. 


The thirty-first annual graduation ex- 
ercises of the Newton high school took 
place in the high school huildiug. New- 
tonvillc, Tuesday. There was a large 
attendance of the friends and parents of 
the pupils and the usual representation 
of the school board and city council. 
Tbc decorations were simple, the plat- 
form being devoid of special ornamenta- 
tion and the principal display consisting 
of festoons of bunting, crimson nnd 
white,- the class color— festooned on the 
side walls. 

The class insignia, ’91, was displayed 
in silver numerals ou a crimson velvet 
banner and the class motto occupied a 
commanding position iu the roar of the 
stage. Its language, depicted iu crim- 
son lettering on a canvas background, 
seemed to please the spectators who 
were evidently in sympathy with the 
sentiment, "Not For Ourselves Alone, 
but for The Wholo World.” 

The exercises commenced at 10 o’clock 
with a prayer by Rev. R. A. White, fol- 
lowed by a violoncello solo by James 
Stagg Philbrick. 

THE SALUTATORY 

Was then pronounced by Miss Elizabeth 
L. Smith, who said: 

"It is with sincere pleasure that we 
welcome you, our parents and friends, 
and with you to join in these exercises 
which are to close one epoch iu our lives 
aud to begin nuotlier. 

It is with mingled pleasure aud regret 
that we havo come to this, our 
graduation day:— with pleasure, because 
there is a certain charm in trying our 
powers, iu looking forward to fresh at- 
tainments iu life, aud iu our entering up- 
ou the experiences of manhood aud 
womanhood; with regret, because there 
is also something sad in leaving the har- 
bor and steering for the open sea, aud in 
bidding good-bye to old faces aud asso- 
ciations.’’ 

* * * * ♦ 

“When we compare with the United 
States those countries where the 
government does little or nothing for 
the mental culture of its citizens, we get 
some idea of what great privileges, are 
ours, and what responsibility, iu propor- 
tion to the privileges, lies upon us. 

“The best way in which we can show 
our gratitude is not by words spokeu 
here today, but by doiug our best iu the 
years to come, aud by striving to use for 
God aud our fellow-men the talent which 
has beeu given us. 

“Our graduation day would uot be 
complete without the presence of you 
who have been our faithful instructors 
during the past four years; and so we 
welcome you with feelings of gratitude 
which cauuot be expressed in our hearts. 
With what patieuce aud wisdom you have 
guided us, none know better than our- 
selves, and we shall uot soon forget how 
much we owe you. Life is our great 
.•School in which we are all learners; aud 
if our future teachers, experiences 
whether with joy or sorrow, deal as gen- 
tly of us ,and as helpfully lit us for 
our final graduation, we shall indeed 
have cause for gratitude.” 

After the salutatory, au original decla- 
ration was delivered by Fletcher Barker 
Coffin whose topic was the “Election of 
U. S. Senators by the People.” Iiis de- 
livery was excellent and the presentation 
of the ideas demonstrated considerable 
thought in construction. His appear- 
ance was very natural and self-possessed 
aud the youug speech maker's efforts 
received merited recognition, a hearty 
round of applause greeting his closing 
words. 

Miss Emma Josephine Tyler next read 
a well written essay on Wordsworth, 
lenuysou aud Browning, whom she de- 
lineated as the three teachers of meu, 
preceding the rendition of a pianoforte 
number, “Valse Caprice,” Kubensteiu, 
by Frauds Elizabeth Hildreth, who dis- 
played considerable ability iu technique 
aud expiession. 

Arthur Wilson Tarbell declamed upon 
“American Political Ideas,” aud made 
a very favorable impression as a youug 
orator. His sentences were well rounded 
aud he managed to bring out his points 
with coiumeudable emphasis. 

Miss Mildred Hunt’s interpretation of 
Tenuyson’a Message, “In Memoriam” 
followed the declamation by Tarbeli and 
preceded the rendition of the soprano 
solo, "The Sopg That Reached My Heart” 
by Miss Cora Ellen Davis, who has a 
sweet, sympathetic voice of considerable 


range aud power. 

Holmes Whitmore gave liis ideas qf 
the "Power of the Piess,” comparing 
the editorial utterances uf the 19tb cen- 
tury American journals aud their Eng, 
lisb contemporaries. The English papers 
were superior iu editorial tone, he 
thought, and Mie American journals, iu 
his opiuiou, defective on account of in- 
accuracies aud partizanship. The decla- 
mation was well received aud it was 
certainly well delivered and of thought- 
ful tone. It was followed by a clever 
essay by Miss Elizabeth Ella Parker 
whose subject was “Literature As a Crit- 
icism of Life”— Silas Mai ner. 

THE ORATION. 

The class oration was delivered by 
Samuel Tyler who said: 

This century iu many respects is with- 
out a parallel in the history of the world. 

In scieuce, aud 


By its wonderful progress 
its vast acqusition of material wealth, it 
surpasses the hopes of the most visionary 
prophet of the past. To such a degree 
have meu come to regard worldly gain as 
the cud of life, that we are said to be 
living iu an ago’of materialism. 

It is at such a time, that we bid fare- 
well to our school, and find opening be- 
fore us greater opportunities aud broad- 
er fields of actiou. 'Today, as we look 
forward into the future, it is with confi- 
dence aud hope, ulthougb innumerable 
dangers and 1 difficulties must be over- 
come before we can realize our loftiest 
expectations. In striving against these 
dangers and difficulties, some principles 
of actiou are necessary, which, if fol- 
lowed, will unable us to achieve a more 
perfect fulfilment of our highest and 
noblest aims. 

Oue such principle we have iu our 
motto: “Not for our-selves ulone, but 
for the whole world.” What docs this 
mean'.' Absolute self-forgetfuluess? Au 
utter disregard for all our oaij interests'.' 
Certaiuly not ! Not for ourselves alone! 
That is— while having that self-interest 
which cuables us to improve our oppor- 
tunities, aud which prevents our life 
from being but a vain sacrifice, we should 
remember that our desires must uot be 
wholly centered iu ourselves; that we 
live iu close relationship with our fellow- 
men; that our lives, obscure though they 
may be, will have their individual influ- 
ence upon the world, aud that it is our 
bouudeu duty to make this iufiueucu au 
ennobling one. 

Now iu this, have we chosen a princi- 
ple of actiou, which can truly be s ' 
voice the spirit of this century? 


Wo have soon that the inclination of the 
present is toward materialism, and if 
this be true, it is toward selfishness, for 
materialism centers every desire, every 
aim in the things about us. tending to 
make its ‘followers individualist and wor- 
shippers of mammon. Are wo then confi- 
dent that we have not been mistaken, in 
thus adopting a guide, a principle, which 
we know is hostile to t lie tendency of 
men in general? Iu trying to answer so 
important a question,* let us consider 
more fully the great beliefs of today, 
which are ‘moulding the lives of men. 

The first is that of the man who re- 
gards the right of the individual as sov- 
ereign. What the ego wants it is right 
that it should have, regardless of others. 
In this desire, the individualist sees the 
only true guide by which his life should 
be governed. Having no duties toward 
his fellows, recognizing a common inter- 
est no more tlian if ho were the sole in- 
habitant of the globe on which he dw ells, 
he goes through life, a menace to the 
world, tlio personification of selfishness, 
and the embodiment of that spirit, which 
scorns the vital truth, that man is essen- 
tially social in his nature. 

The second belief is that known today 
as the Positive Philosophy, “which ac- 
cepts as the foundation of morals, Utility 
or the Greatest Happiness, and holds 
that actions are right, in proportiou as 
they tend to produce happiness, wrong 
as they tend to produce the reverse of 
happiness. 

“Poor vauut of life, indeed, 

Were uinn but formed to feed 


The third and last belief is that which 
embodies the teachings of Christ, that 
light which shone forth, when society 
was in the lowest depths of corruption 
aud vice, when the old faiths had been 
shattered, aud men were groping about 
iu blind despair for some rock on which 
to rest, aud which raised the world from 
such a condition, to the vastly higher 
plain of Christian civilization. 

These, then, are the world’s faiths, nnd 
there can be. I think, but little difficulty 
in deciding that wo were not mistaken 
iu our choice, even though the spirit of 
the world be arrayed against the spirit 
of our motto; for we surely cannot ac- 
cept the first belief, that of selfishness, 
nor the second, containing, as it does, 
principles that are fundamentally wrong. 
Iu the spirit of Christianity alone is 
found the light we are to follow, aud 
we cannot be mistaken, if our guide 
draws its inspiration from such a source. 

Thus, classmates, instead of being iu 
error, we have adopted an ideal of life, 
the influence of which the world is in 
the greatest need. Confronting us are 
the problems of labor aud capital, wealth 
aud poverty, upon the solutiou of which 
depends the fate of our nation— prob- 
lems that can be solved neither by mere 
legislation, nor by the application of 
some abstraction of political economy; 
but which can be met successfully, wbeu 
men come to realize that their lives must 
be ordered iu reference to the rights of 
their fellows; when the world of busiuess 
is actuated by a feeling of friendliness 
rather than of hostility, by a nobler de- 
sire than that of mere gain; when a polit- 
ical office is regarded as a sacred trust: 
iu short, when the world is iu profound 
recognition of the teachings embodied 
iu “the sermon on the Mount.” 

Then, and then only, I believe, will 
labor aud capital work in harmony: will 
wealth be more evenly distributed; will 
the terrible poverty, and ignorance, and 
crime of toddv begin to disappear; and 
will the world be bathed in the sunlight 
of peace, shining from Him who taught 
while ou earth, the vital truth of a com- 
mon humanity.

.Speaking iu a general way of the work of 
the fourth year aud closing of its 
iufluences and memories, the fair histor- 
ian of the class spoke these concluding 
w ords. As we stand here today upou the 
threshold of independent life, many are 
the halt-serious half-happy thoughts 
which Hit through our minds, many are 
the half formed plaus for the future. 
Let us not think too much of the ‘ suc- 
cess ’ w hich we aie to * attain ’—this is 
beginning at the wrong end of the prob- 
lem of life; let us have au ideal, the 
higher the better, for which we are wil- 
ling to work with our whole strength, 
and the ‘success’ will take care of itself. 

"In our after thoughts of these happy 
school days, there is little danger that 
we shall fail iu our patriotism for the 
class of ’91. Long may it live! But let 
uot class distinction detract fiom our re- 
gard for the school as a whole, tlio dear 
Alma Mater to whose high standard we 
ow e so much. 

“Aud now, dear classmates, the inev- 
itable ‘good-bye’ lias come; aud siuce we 
must say it, let us put our whole hearts 
iuto it; let us hold our hopes fora happy 
future, our l ive andj friendship for oue 
another, aud our kiudest wishes for the 
school, the teachers aud the schoomates 
whom wo leave behind. Thus may it be 
turned iuto a happy word, a ‘God bless 
you oue aud all!’ ” 

Following the class history, a violin 
solo was rendered by Mary Moody Fyffe 
and the diplomas were then presented 
by Chairman J. Edward Hollis of 
the school board, who made brief intro- 
ductory remarks before bestowing the 
coveted certificates of scholarship to the 
graduates. He commenced by saying 
I bring to you the congratulations of the 
Mayor, who, because of pressing busi- 
ness, was unable to be here this morn- 
ing to present these diplomas.

Tlio Drawback II muling. 

Mr. McKinley and his friends have told 
us with great unction how American 
manufacturers by means of the drawback 
on foreign materials aro enabled to soil 
their productions abroad. Even if that 
were true it would not bo entirely satis- 
factory to have American productions 
sold cheaper to foreigners than to our 
own people. But the "Drawback” is a 
humbug, as tho following evidence 
shows: 


What Manufacturers Say About It. 

"It will be easily seen that many of 
tho difficulties would be avoided by the 
possession of an elastic conscience which 
would enable one to keep a little crude 
iron on band, to swear by, and to furnish 
the nails for foreign shipment from his 
regular stock of nails made from Am- 
erican iron. In tho absence of Bitch a 
valuable possession, however, I found 
there was nothing for me in the foreign 
business, and so surrendered it to others. 
Several concerns had a clip at this for- 
eign business off and on, but most of 
them retired from it after one or two ex- 
periences.”— Prominent Nail Manufac- 
turer. 

"As a matter of fact, when prices of 
metal in Great Britain wore 30 per cent 
lower than here, exporting under Revised 
Statute 3020 was a failure, as I know to 
my cost, having thoroughly tested it. 
The thing that I can obtain cheaper than 
all rivals in othor countries is labor, and 
I am free to admit that our system of 
protection cheapens labor. Comparing 
such European factories as I have per- 
sonally visited with mine, I have satisfied 
myself that every working man to whom 
1 paid 25 per cent moro wages gave me 
50 per cent more service in return. This 
is my real indefeasible advantage, al- 
though our tariff system bears harder 
upon the agricultural implement manu- 
facturer than almost any other of its 
many victims.”— A. B. Farquhar, of Pa. 
Agricultural Works. 

"All tho goods that we make in 
Canada, and shall make in England and 
Germany, could just as well be made in 
Rhode Island, were it not for the fiscal 
policy of this Government. Employ- 
ment could be givcu to thousands of 
workmen here in the manufacture of 
goods for the foreigu market, if we were 
not hampered by a high tariff * * 
One of the principal reasons that in- 
duced us to establish the English plant 
is the worthlessness of the drawback 
clause in the McKinley bill, which makes 
it next to impossible for a manufacturer 
to take advantage of it. lu order to get 
a drawback on exports made of imported 
raw material on which a duty has been 
paid, a manufacturer is put to more 
trouble and bother than the drawback is 
worth. * * We use imported raw 
material from different countries, and to 
keep track of all the different kinds, 
with the dates and places, would involve 
endless work and trouble. * * We 
shall send a part of the machinery in our 
Eddy street mill to Leeds, and a part to 
the German manufactories to bo estab- 
lished soon. In this way we shall give 
employment to labor abroad, that we 
should be only too glad to employ at home 
were it not for the embarrassments which 
the McKinley tariff imposes upon us.” — 
President Angell, of the American Screw 
Company. 


The Actual Modus Operand!. 

Nothing will show better than the fol- 
lowing specific regulation the actual 
steps that must be taken before a rate of 
allowance can be obtained. Iu this case 
all the materials were imported, and the 
product was such that they actually ap- 
peared in the article and were therefore 
capable of measurement. 

Tho articles were ladies silk-plush 
garments and wore made in the city of 
New York from imported woven fabrics. 

"Tho quantity of the materials will be 
ascertained as follows: 

"The exporter will ho required to give 
to each style of garment manufactured 
for export a number, which shall always 
represent the same garment iu style, 
quality and quantity and materials used, 
and to furnish for the use of the ap- 
praiser a statement including a cut of 
the garment, with samples of the plush 
and lining, which shall specify the cut of 
the garment, showing tho bust, waist and 
skirt measures and lengths thereof, and 
the quantity of plush and lining entering 
into the manufacture of each size ami 
style of garment, and the percentage of 
absolute necessary wastage. The col- 
lector and appraiser will each designate 
an officer to inspect the process of cutting 
and making tho linest of each style of 
garment manufactured for export, who 
will report to the collector and appraiser 
respectively, their fiudings as to the size, 
the quantity of materials used, the 
measuremeuts submitted, the percentage 
oi wastage, etc. 

Each export eutry must, iu addition to 
the usual sworn statement of the manu- 
facturer and foreman, be accompanied 
with a special invoice, to he furnished 
by the exporter, describing by number 
the garments muutioued iu the entry and 
specifying tho style, uumbor, bust, waist 
and skirt measure, length, quantity of 
plush and lining and percentage of 
wastage in each style and size of garment 
and auv other measurements of particu- 
lars which may be required by the ap- 
praiser to identify tire garments exported 
with like garments of the same style 
must be originally examined by the 
officers^ 

One package, and as many more as the 
colleotor may deem necessary from each 
exportation after all the packages cover- 
ed by the eutry shall have left the im- 
mediate custody of tho exporter, will bo 
designated to be sent to tho appraiser, 
with the iuvoice for examination and 
report ns to the quautity and value of 
the plush and lining used, and identifica- 
tion with the garment as described iu 
the statement originally submitted by 
the exporter. The exporter will be re- 
quired to pay the necessary expenses of 
transportation of the merchandise to the 
appraiser's stores and thence to the place 
of shipment.” 

All the above operations must bo gone 
through with, to determine the rate of 
allowance of drawback only. It is need- 
less to say that uo goods wore exported 
iu accordance with it. 

Such are the difficulties which must be 
met by the manufacturers before they 


can get from tho Troftsury Department a 
rate of allowance. It is the first step 
that must ho taken. 

The total number of rates of allowance 
filed by the Treasury Department and in 
operation in 1887 was 100. Many of those 
are merely duplicates as the following 
shows : 

Barbed wire made by Washburno A- 
Moen, from stcol rods and spelter with 
an allowance of 04 pounds of steel tods 
ami 0 lbs. of spelter per 100 lbs. of wire. 

Barbed wire made by the Pittsburg 
hinge company, from galvanized steel 
wire with a wastage allowance of 2 per 
cent. 

Barbed wire made by A. S. Hilliard «& 
Co., from wire of Bessemer steel with no 
wastage allowance. 

Barbed wire mado by Oliver Wire Co., 
from steel rods aud spelter with an al- 
lowance varying according to the size of 
the wire of 100 to 104 pounds of rods and 
4 to 0 lbs. of spelter per 100 lbs. wire. 

Barbed wire mado by H. W. Oliver, 
Jr., with an allowance of a wastage of 
from 1 78-100 to 3 310 p *r cent according 
to tho size of the wire made. 

Barbed wire mado by Washburno & 
Moen, with an allowance of 80 lbs. of 
wire and 17 lbs. of rods per 100 lbs. of 
the exported article. 

Since tho McKinley Tariff went into 
effect, and therefore under the new regu- 
lations based upon it issued by the 
Treasury Department only few rates 
have been fixed. 

In all this list the only rate fixed upon 
woolens goods was for bammerfelt for 
pianos made by Mr. Alfred Dolge, upon 
glass, for ornnmentod glass made from 
plain glass imported, and bottles used in 
export of beer made from imported 
barloy, hops and rye. The bulk of the 
rates were upon tin plates, manufactures 
of jute, wire, nails, lumber, sugar and 
cartridges. 


MERCANTILE SHORTCOMINGS. 


HOW THEY ORIGINATE AND HOW THEY 
MUST HE CORRECTED — PRINCIPLE 
AND RIGHT METHODS MUST 
NEVER HE OVERLOOKED. 


The Boot and Shoe Recorder iu its last 
issue, says; "A wish has found expres- 
sion that we publish some remarks made 
before the Merchants’ Club of Boston by 
one of its members, Mr. J. R. Leeson. 
We take pleasure in doing this. .It is well 
to recall first principles; they are never 
old. 

REMARKS OF MR. J. II . LEESON TO THE 

merchants’ Club <>f boston. 
Commerce is the traffic iu commod- 
ities, resulting in the interchange of pro- 
ducts which supplies the human race 
with the uecessaries, the luxuries, the 
embellishments of life. The surplus of 
one region is transferred to every other 
region of tho earth; the fabrications of 
the braiu and the hand to every place 
where exists a waitiug recipient. It is 
tho province of the merchant to feed and 
clothe .mankind, to beautify the hab- 
itations of the poor aud rich alike, and 
to minister to every need of the human 
family, physical, artistic or intellectual. 
The true merchant is the servant of his 
kind ; he anticipates and supplies the re- 
quirements of all sorts and conditions of 
men. lie who would rule must serve; 
for it is the invitable law, as the poet 
has written, "power to him who power 
exerts;” and so truly, we find in all times 
the merchant, who is the world’s water- 
carrier, has been the leader in all works 
of philanthiophy, tho benefactor, the 
tax-payer, the support of governments, 
the patron of the arts and the sustaining 
staff of all professions. All faithful per- 
formance of duty reacts upon the doer of 
tho work, producing capabilities of mind 
and heart to which the slothful or the 
scoffer canuot attain, and every quality 
of work produces its own especial men- 
tal aptitude. 

So our greatest thinker writes of the 
"punctuality and precise dealing which 
commerce creates”. These arc among 
the many excellent traits which aro 
strengthened aud perhaps developed in 
the work of the merchant; precision, re- 
liability, kiudness, firmness, are <ff the 
necessary equipment of the successful 
merchant. And may wo not look at the 
other side of the picture; at the extreme 
sharpness, the duplicity, the pusillanim- 
ity? For it must be confessed that, 
apart from the ordinary weaknesses of 
our kiud, tho merchant is exposed to 
temptations peculiar to his calling; one 
of these has been portrayed by Emerson 
in his cbaractization of the mercantile 
spirit of modern England. He writes: 
"There should be temperance In making 
cloth, as well as in eating. England is 
aghast at the disclosure of the fraud iu 
adulteration of food,- of drugs, and al- 
most every fabric in her mills and shops. 
In true England all is false and forged; 
•tis not, I suppose want of probity, so 
much as the tyranny of trade which nec- 
essitates a perpetual competition of un- 
derselling, aud that again a perpetual 
deterioration of the fabric.” 

These sentences touch tho causes of 
what would seem to bo the prevailing 
shortcomings of tho mercantile life of to- 
day. Our merchants do not lack houos- 
ty. On the contrary, they have a high 
sense of honor, exceeding, as tho record 
shows, that possessed by tho merchants 
of any othor country or ago. We are ac- 
customed to think and speak of the high 
toned merchants of Englaud. The British 
economical writer, Mulhall, however, 
shows that from 1881 to 1884 while the 
average dividends in bankruptcy wore, iu 
Great Britain, thirty-two per cent, the 
average of the United States iu the same 
period was fifty per cent. A dis- 
tinguished statist of our couutry has giv- 
en it as the experience of uti extensive 
distributor of merchandise over a series 
of years, that the net losses from bad 
debts were less than one quarter of oue 
per cent. If you will permit a per- 
sonal reference, 1 would state that the 
result of a somewhat extended exper- 
ience in the commerce of the Uuitcd 
States and Great Britain is confirmatory 
of tho figures given by Mulhall and 
others. The philosopher before quoted 
seems to have struck us iu the weakest 
part of our armor. We Auglo-Saxons 
aro eager to excel; we feel the stimulus 
of attntiou with our neighbor; we must 
keep pace with him, we must go ahead 
of him, aud also distance our owu past 
record. This spirit of emulation is good; 
it has been the incentive to some of the 
greatest deeds of history, but unless it 
have the sobering influence of principle, 
aud a rigid adboreuoe to right methods, 
it will surely carry us beyond thut 
charming mean where equity guides and 
fair dealing holds the reius. 

It is to be feared that the loose habits 
of the young drummer have invaded the 
counting house. That enterprising 
young gentleman is ready at a momeut’s 
notice to guarantee anything which the 
cupidity of a smart buyer may suggest; 
the boy’s thoughtless phrase "I bet you” 
soon becomes "I’ll warrant it.” "I guar 
autee it.” Tho slipshod method invades 
the office and the factory, aud before 
the extent of the mischief is realized, we 
fiud ourselves guaranteeing the most im- 
possible things, ,aud warranting without 


stint, or measure. To keep paco w ith tho 
stream, wo stand ready to affix to invoic- 
es any date which it may please the fan- 
cy of our clients to suggest. As a natural 
outcome of such departures from correct 
standards of commercial procedure on 
our part, it is found that bargain and 
sale are nothing but empty air. to bo 
blown hither and thither according to 
the fancy or exigencies of supposed pur- 
chasers. Contracts aro repudiated, 
orders cancelled, goods returned, damag- 
claimed with the coolness and assurance ' 
ns of a vested right. With our warrants 
and guarantees we liavo sown the wind; 
is it any wonder that wt are reaping the 
whirlwind? These, gentlemen, I take it, j 
are the prevailing errors and dangers at ! 
present affecting our mercantile practice, j 
What is tho remedy? Shall we degen- 
erate into the i a noble condition of 
•‘every man for himself, and the dcil 
take the hindmost?” On such a matter 
we may count as of little efficacy genera 
trade agreements. The evil had its or i 
igin in the individual drummer, or the 
single firm: and wo may safely apply the 
homopathic doctrine that "like cures 
like,” begin at the foundation, and make 
up our minds each of us that the true 
medicine is within our own keeping. It 
is just here where we perceive the value 
of such organizations as this Merchants 
Club. Man is cheered by the counten- 
ance of his friend; and while we may not 
sign a written boud binding ourselves 
to do thus and so, it is possible for us to 
give assent to a stated proposition. The ! 
good old adage is still potent amongst us 
"a man’s word’s as good as his bond”; 
and if we resolve to conduct our affairs 
in the future in accordance with equit- 
able, commercial practice, there will bo 
none to say us nay, aud we shall soon ex- 
perience the truth of the saying of 
the sage, that nothing is so easy as doing 
things right. Surely these few words 
ventured upon this topic are trite 
enough, and there can bo nothing new in 
them to any of us; but experience shows 
that the obvious points are chiefly over- 
looked or forgotten, and this must be 
my excuse for detaining you at all upon 
such a well worn theme. 


A Trip to Kentucky. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

A trip to the southwest is not an every day ! 
occurrence and may furnish some of your 
readers with interesting facts. It is often 
the case that one has to go away from home 
to get the news of his own section, so we 
learned here in this iron district, that iron ! 
was first made In this country in Saugus, ; 
near Lynn, Mass., In 1G45. 

Our party compared of 98 business men 
left Boston in a train consisting of five of 
the Worcester excursion ears, so fitted up 
as to be our home for ten days. We eat, 
sleep and live in these ears with a good 
deal of comfort, passing through New 
York, a corner of Pennsylvania, crosswnys 
the whole length of Ohio to Cincinnati. 
We arrived in the night, consequently had 
rather a dim view of the Suspension bridge 
over which we passed into Kentucky and 
on to Louisville, where we stopped an hour 
or more for supplies. We take on a ton 
of Ice which Is the ordinary supply for each 
twenty-four hours, bread, oranges, lemons, 
vegetables, etc. ; being all aboard we started 
for Dawson, Ky., where our first stop is 
made to see the coal mines. Here along 
the side of the road are ranged all sorts and 
kinds of wagons, some drawn by horses 
and some by mules, a mutely collection. 
We have great sport seeing wit* will get the 
beat fin,l there Is not much 

choice. In these conveyances we rule u.._ 
rough roads (wishing for softer seats) 
through fields and woods until we arrive 
at the new coal mines just being opened, a I 
seam of Bituminous coal % feet high ap- 
pears and to amateurs, of a fine quality, 
which they say it is. All the way along 
through Ohio and Kentucky we find nice 
farms, wheat cut and stacked ready for the 
thresher. Corn from one to two feet high ; 
potatoes in blossom and peaches ripe and 
ready to eat. The new city of Grand Rivers 
is reached after a few hours wait at 
Kattawn, while our party take a ride to see 
the fine residence of Col. Anderson, a 
noted engineer in this section, and one who 
was of great assistance to our Union Army 
during the "late unpleasantness” at Central 
City. We meet another noted union man, 
ami one whom we are glad to honor, 
Col. Sandusky, proprietor of tho Sandusky 
House, Central City, Ky. While our party 
tarried here (a half hour) the freedom of 
the house was offered to us all. Col. S. 
was a valuable guide to Gen. Grant’s and 
the other armies which passed through this 
section of the country. Grand Rivers is 
beautifully situated between the Cumber- 
land and the Tennessee Rivers, is system- 
atically laid out, and has several Industries 
already in operation, brick works, lumber 
yards, saw mills and quite a large iron 
foundry. A large iron furnace is nearly 
completed capable of turning out about 100 
tons of pig-iron every twenty-four hours. 
The city has six general stores, real estate ; 
and Insurance office, weekly paper and 
foundations for two churches, four hotels 
and two saloons furnish accommodations 
for strangers; as we live on board our cars 
we need not patronize either. To inspect 
the iron mines we. were on Wednesday 
taken down the railroad by train where 
beside the road we found apparently in- 
exhnustable quantities of very pure ore; 
huge boulders of solid iron ore 20 feet high ' 
are seen and In the shaft tons mote of the , 
same metal are visible* after inspecting . 
several more openings we find shady places 
and have a lunch of crackers, cheese and 
lemonade. , Then follows an entertain- 
ment by about twenty colored boys em- 
ployed iu the mines, they bring out their 
banjos and harmonicas and have a variety 
of darkey songs and dances. The hat is 
passed around and about 8*25 contributed 
lor their benefit. 

Friday wo had a delightful sail down the 
Cumberland and Ohio to l’aduoali. where 
wo are greeted bv boomlug cannons, shriek- 
ing whistles and loud cheers. As we land 
on the shores the freedom of the city Is 
extended to the party, electric ears, private 
curriuges, etc., free as water. 

How we spent the day the enclosed 
oli^plug from the l'aducan Standard will

THE HOUSE SEWERS. 


The sower committee have decided to 
begin at once the work of laying the con- 
nections from the sewers to tho houses, 
so that when tho streets are once put 
back into good condition they will not 
have to be torn up again, and this will 
be a popular move. The process of 
laying the sewer .is not a pleasant one, 
for residents on’tho streets to be sewered, 
but the inconvenience is unavoidable, 
and the important thing is to make the 
period of dirt and discomfort as short as 
possible. 

The city docs the work of laying the 
house sewers and also tho cellar drains 
to the cellar wall, at cost, and under 
proper superintendence, and applications 
should be made at once to the Water 
Registrar. No one can avoid using the 
sewers, as the Board of Health will com- 
pel such action as soon as the sewers are 
opened, so that delays will avail nothing. 
It will be much better to have all the 
work done now, while the streets are 
torn up, so that when once they are put 
into good condition there will be no need 
of digging them up again, and the city 
can once more enjoy its streets. 

There will probably be a great rush of 
applications, and those who make them 
first will be the fortunate ones. Work 
will probably begin first on Bacon and 
Nonantum streets, Nonantum place and 
a portion of Washington street, as the 
sewers are laid there, and will be carried 
on to other streets as fast as the sewer 
contractor finishes his part of the labor.

The recent narrow escape from a 
wholesale fatality probably had some- 
thing to do with this, and the petition 
for a street railway location may have 
helped matters. 


The ordinance on Sewerago, published 
last week, was the amended ordinance, 
proposed by Alderman Sheppard. It has 
been referred to the ordinance committee 
and will be considered by them, in their 
discussion of the changes which will 
have to bo made iu the ordinance that 
has been adopted.

The article says 
that when the profits rise so as to make 
the managers ashamed, then they water 
the stock. The articles are writteu in a 
plain, matter of fact style, and the 
Alliance will probably have a greater 
effect on future elections than the 
managers of the old parties expect. 

Such articles as these make people 
think, aud even if the real condition of 
tLings is exaggerated, the facts are bad 
enough to cause a widespread revolt 
against the old managers and a search 
for relief by means of new men aud 
measures. 


The Milford Journal flatters itself that 
General Draper could have the nomina- 
tion for govenor by acclamation, if he 
would take it but the Jourual does nut 
take into account Speeker Barrett aud 
a host of other candidates.

Nantucket as a Summer llosorl. 

To the Editor of tho GitAfiuc: 

Nantucket, June 17. 1801 
During tho late heated term, I wan 
fortunate enough to bo on n visit to the 
Island of Nantucket. I will give you n 
few facts in regard to the wonderful 
climate of this lovely island that is 
anchored in the broad Atlantic, 80 miles 
from the nearest land. Old ocean rolls 
all around It, so that whichever way the 
wind may come, it must be blown across 
the water, and the temperature reduced 
before reaching the island. During the 
summer, south and south-west winds nre 
tho prevailing ones, and those come 
directly from the broad Atlantic. No 
malaria or miasma iu those winds. Iu 
fact a visit here is like a voyage at sea, 
without any of the discomforts of being 
on ship board. While the good people of 
Boston, New ton and vicinity were from 
the 8th to 17th of June sweltering with 
bent with the mercury iu the nineties 
and over, the highest reading of the 
thermometer here was 78 degrees, on other 
days during that time, 74, 73, 72, and 75 
degrees. It is an awful hot day here if 
tho mercury reaches 80 degrees ; no matter 
how hot the day, as soon as the sun sets, 
down goes the mercury to 00 degrees, and 
a good night’s rest is assured. This 
evening (17th) they have a tire in the fire- 
place, and not uucomfortable either with 
the mercury outside at 55 degrees. It 
was so cool and comfortable here, that I 
could hardly realize the fact that only 
100 miles away people were sufToring anti 
dying with the heat, and thermometer 
registering 00 aud 100 degrees in tho 
shade. Western people havo found out 
that Nautucket is a good place to go to 
in the summer, there are a great many 
here from Louisville, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati and other western 
cities, also from all parts of Now York and 
Washington, D. C. ; eyen Sau Francisco 
is represented. 

The late Judge Breckenridge of St. 
Louis who died so suddenly at Detroit a 
lew weeks since, had his summer home 
here. He was a man who believed in 
doiug good to bis fellow man, aud will 
be greatly missed here where he was 
well known, almost as much as he will 
be in bis former southern home. He 
owned the O’Connor mansion so called, 
being the house built by the late Cbailes 
O’Connor, the celebrated Now York 
lawyer, who came here to live after New 
York physicians had given him up as iu- 
curable, then he came to Nantucket and 
lived here 10 years, after being given up 
by his doctors.

Churches 
of all denominations, Episcopal, Uni- 
tarian. Orthodox, Methodist, Baptist and 
Catholic. Any one can have sailiug or 
riding. A ride across the moors which 
are covered with a great variety of wild 
flowers iu bloom is a treat, and then the 
fishing which is line, blue fishing 
beiug the best sport; the "skip- 
pers” of most of the boats are meu who 
have been iu the employ of "Uncle 
Siun" ut the several life saviugs stations 
on the islaud, so they understand how to 
handle a boat in rough ns well as line 
weather. It is the best place for bathing 
on the New Eugland coast, as the Gulf 
stream comes nearer to Nantucket than 
any other point on the coast. Bathers 
can stay iu the water here an hour if 
they wish to do so, and not feel a chill, 
the water is so warm. .Some people who 
come to Nantucket act as if they had 
come to au unknown country, and here 
is where they make a great mistake, 
for there is a great deal of wealth and 
culture on this island, people here who 
have visited nearly every known port iu 
the world, find can give visitors a great 
deal of information. They tell a good 
story hero of a party that came from 
very near the "heart of the Common- 
wealth;” just after arriving at their 
hotel, tiie laudlady went iuto the parlor, 
and entering into conversation with one 
of the ladies, asked her where they were 
from. She replied, “Oh we are from the 
United States.” She had been at sea for 
two and a half hours, so thought they 
had left "Uncle Sam’s” dominion far be- 
hind them, they say the above is true. 
As a watering place this island is grow- 
ing rapidly aud one reason lor it is this. 
There is uot the style there is at New- 

f iort, people come here for rest aud com- 
ort, aud to do as they please, aud here 
they find rest aud comfort. I am sur- 
prised that the people of Boston aud 
viciuity do uot visit here more and build 
their summer homes here by the sound- 
ing sea* If tliev come once, they will 
come often to olu Nantucket.
